FIRST LEGISLATIVE DAY 


House of Representatives 
Helena, Montana 
January 4, 1971 


Pursuant to the Constitution of the State of Montana, at the hour 
of 12:00 noon, The House of Representatives of the Forty-second Legis- 
lative Assembly of the State of Montana, was called to order by the 
Honorable Frank Murray, Secretary of the State of Montana, who ex- 
tended greetings to the assembly on behalf of the State of Montana. 


The Secretary of State then announced the following temporary 
appointments: Reverend Roy Bergquist, of Helena, Montana, temporary 
Chaplain; Robert S. Hanson, Ronan, Montana, temporary Sergeant-at- 
Arms; Zack Stevens, Lincoln, Montana, temporary Chief Clerk; Rosella 
Wilson, Wilsall, Montana, temporary Journal Clerk. 


Posting of the Colors by Major William M. Liston and staff from 
the Montana National Guard, and the Pledge of Allegiance to the Flag 
by the assembly followed. 


Invocation was given by the Reverend Roy Bergquist. 


The Chief Clerk called the roll by districts, all members being 
present except Gerke who was excused because of illness. 


Secretary of State Murray introduced the Honorable John C. Harrison, 
Associate Justice of the Montana Supreme Court, who administered the 
following oath: 


“T do solemnly swear that I will support, protect and defend the 
Constitution of the United States, and the Constitution of the State of 
Montana, and that I will discharge the duties of my office as repre- 
sentative with fidelity, that I have not paid or contributed or promised 
to pay or contribute, either directly or indirectly, any money or other 
valuable thing to procure my nomination or election except for necessary 
and proper expenses expressly authorized by law; that I have not know- 
ingly violated any election law of this State, or procured it to be done 
by others in my behalf; that I will not knowingly receive, directly or 
indirectly, any money or other valuable thing for the performance or non- 
performance of any act or duty pertaining to my office other than the 
compensation allowed by law, SO HELP ME GOD.”

Nominations were closed and Harrison moved that 55 Republican votes 
be eh for James Lucas and 48 Democrat votes for Christiansen. Motion 
carried. 


Harrison moved that the vote be recorded in Journal. Motion carried. 
For Lucas: Republican vote 55. 
For Christiansen: Democrat vote 48. Gerke excused. 


Harrison and Christiansen escorted the newly-elected speaker, James 
P. Lucas, to the rostrum, where he was formally introduced by the Sec-~ 
retary of State, and presented with the Speaker’s gavel.

be changed to Environment and Resources and (2) 6-2 be changed by 
inserting “30” between “with” and “numbered”.

House Bill No. 8, introduced by Harrison, Hall, Himsl, Christiansen: 
A bill for an act entitled: “An act to reorganize the Executive Depart- 
ment of Montana state government in accordance with the constitutional 
amendment, Chapter I of the Extraordinary Session, Laws of Montana, 
1969, adopted at the general election of November 3, 1970, and effective 
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under the governor’s proclamation, November 20, 1970, which provides 
that: ‘All executive and administrative offices, boards, bureaus, commis- 
sions, agencies, and instrumentalities of the Executive Department of 
state government and their respective functions, powers, and duties, ex- 
cept for the Office of Governor, Lieutenant Governor, Secretary of the 
State, Attorney General, State Treasurer, State Auditor, and Superintend- 
ent of Public Instruction, shall be allocated by law among and within not 
more than twenty (20) departments by no later than July 1, 1973.’; and 
repealing Sections 27-427, 59-901, and 59-902, R.C.M., 1947.” Referred to 
Committee on Executive Reorganization. 


House Bill No. 4, introduced by Kvaalen, McGrath, Christiansen: A 
bill for an act entitled: “An act amending Section 80-1601, R.C.M., 1947, 
providing for institutions subject to per diem charge by adding foster 
home care and group home care provided under the jurisdiction of the 
Aftercare Division of the Department of Institutions.” Referred to Com- 
mittee on State Administration. 


House Bill No. 5, introduced by Asbjornson, Parrish, Robbins, Dye, 
Lee, Hemstad: A bill for an act entitled: “An act to be known as the 
‘Territorial Integrity Act of 1971’ and to prescribe certain rights and en- 
forcement thereof with respect to the furnishing of electric service;

Darrow off Public Health, Welfare and Safety; Brown from Affairs of 
Cities to Public Health, Welfare and Safety; Bennett from Ways and 
Means to Affairs of Cities; Falkenstern on Ways and Means; Yardley 
from Judiciary to Public Health, Welfare and Safety; Zimmer from 
Public Health, Welfare and Safety to Judiciary; Bradley off Constitu- 
tional Convention; Parrish on Constitutional Convention. 


Harrison moved that the House recess until 1:30. 
House resumed. Mr. Speaker in the Chair. 


A Senate committee composed of James, Hibbard and Mitchell was 
admitted and reported the Senate was willing and ready to meet with 
the House in Joint Session to hear the message of the Governor of Montana. 


Members of the Senate were admitted to the House. 


Assembly being in joint session, Lt. Governor Judge, occupying the 
Chair for the joint session, appointed the following committee to notify 
the Governor that the Senate and House of Representatives had convened 
in joint assembly and were ready to hear his message: Senators Manning 
and Mackay, and Representatives Nichols, Haines, and Bardanouve. 


Invocation by the Senate Chaplain. 
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His Excellency, Forrest Anderson, then appeared and was _ escorted 
to the rostrum. After being presented to the assembly by the President 
of the Senate, he delivered his address: 


The history of Montana is an epic of hard work, determination and 
courage. 


It is the story of a people who settled an awesome wilderness and 
built a great progressive state. 


It is a story of success and failure and good and bad times. 


Today, we stand at the beginning of another decade in the history 
of Montana. 


These are uncertain times. 
The people of Montana are troubled by a collection of serious problems. 


Yet I believe they are hopeful we can realize some of the great poten- 
tials of this state. 


Montana is at an important juncture in its history. 

Old answers are not sufficient to new questions. 

We must seek a new direction. 

The voters of this state spoke at the polls last November. 
They want action. 

They want change. 


Referendums to call a constitutional convention and implement re- 
organization of the executive branch passed by overwhelming margins. 


This, in my opinion, is testimony Montanans want something done. 


It indicates that the people of this state have experienced too many 
failed hopes and too few accomplishments. 


Montana cannot forever be the land of tomorrow. 
Our people cannot live endlessly on expectations. 

We must begin today the work that was never done. 
This nation is experiencing an economic recession. 


Unemployment is at the highest rate since 1963. Real economic growth 
has declined. And the most severe inflationary spiral in two decades 
continues upward. 


The effects of these conditions are particularly acute on our state 
government. 


Anticipated revenue growth from established sources has not been 
realized because of unemployment, the decline of our historic industries, 
and the lack of alternative development. 


At the same time, inflation has drastically increased the costs of 
providing state government services. 


The imbalance created by static revenue growth and the increasing 
cost of government is the immutable dilemma we face. 


In times of diminishing income growth, government—like individual 
citizens—must judiciously control expenditures. 


This is such a time. 
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It is a time for economic realism ...a time to do what is possible 
without adding unreasonable taxes to the economic difficulties already 
affecting the people of this state. 


Because this must be done, I am proposing what I believe is a rea- 
sonable minimum budget. 


It is not an austerity program. 
It is a strategy for stability during a period of economic uncertainty. 


To increase the effect of our limited revenues, we must initiate a 
policy of priority funding. 


Appropriation responses must be directed toward meeting the most 
immediate needs and solving the most serious problems of Montana and 
her people. 


I believe the people should determine state priorities. 
In Montana, the people have spoken. 


Montanans have indicated that they want more efficient government, 
quality education and protection of the environment. 


We must now act on these priorities. 


The people have given us an irrevokable mandate to reorganize the 
executive branch of state government. 


This mandate cannot be ignored. 


And reorganization should not be delayed by those seeking favored 
status for particular interest groups. 


We have the responsibility to reorganize the executive branch. 


More importantly, we have the opportunity to establish responsive 
and efficient government in Montana. 


The initial priorities of this program should be reorganization of the 
Department of Administration and creation of an effective Department 
of Revenue. State government must have the capability to properly col- 
lect and administer revenue. These are the basic management tools 
which we must utilize to implement a sound reorganization program. 


Good government is good management. 
Unfortunately, this concept has rarely been applied in Montana. 


In the past, Montana’s fiscal policy has been to tax new sources of 
revenue to support ineffective administration. 


It is time for a change. 


I believe that before we tax new sources of revenue, we should im- 
prove our administrative capabilities to achieve better performance from 
existing revenue sources. 


We cannot expect the people of Montana to subsidize inefficiency 
forever. 


During the past two years, we have successfully applied improved 
management techniques to the administration of some state agencies. 


The results have been encouraging. 
But we can do better. 


A sound executive reorganization program will allow us to apply 
good management to the operation of all state agencies. 
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If we are successful, state government will no longer be paralyzed 
by archaic administrative procedures. 


It will no longer be a mysterious process that wastes too much and 
takes too long. 


Revenue will be expended according to legislative intent. 
We will know where the money is going and what it is going for. 


A reorganized government will be better able to mobilize our re- 
sources to deal with the problems of our people. 


Montana must have economic development. 


Present unemployment, the decline in personal income and lack of op- 
portunities for our people are unacceptable. 


We must become more aggressive in seeking decent employment for 
Montanans. 


We must be able to attract and control stable new industry. 


A modern, reorganized government will give Montana a decided ad- 
vantage in promoting the development of this state and the economic 
security of its people. 


Education is the future happening today. 


In Montana, a good education is more than an opportunity. It has 
become a right. 


The people of this state have faithfully supported education through- 
out the years. 


We have excellent primary and secondary schools, fine colleges and 
universities and one of the best vocational-technical education programs 
in the northwest. 


This educational system is a tribute to Montanans and their faith 
in the young and belief in the future. 


Taxes to support education are heavy, particularly in this inflationary 
period. But this is not the time to turn away from tomorrow. 


I propose that we increase appropriations for education by 28 million 
dollars in the next biennium. This total will adequately fund the founda- 
tion program, university system, vocational-technical education and our 
long-range building requirements. 


Education, however, is not beyond question. I recommend that im- 
proved administration and budget controls be applied to all phases of 
Montana’s vast educational system. We must begin to measure the return 
we are getting at all educational levels. 


Our greatest natural resource is our well-educated and talented young 
people. 


Unfortunately, the products of our schools, like all Montana resources, 
are exported to other states. 


We must have more and better employment opportunities to assure 
young Montanans the right to live and earn a decent income in this state. 
This can be done only if we get our house in order at all levels of govern- 
ment so that priorities can be established and given meaning. 


Only two or perhaps three generations are represented in this Assem- 
bly. 


There will be many more generations of Montanans. 
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It is our responsibility to hold the unique environment of this state 
in trust for our children and their children. 


We will be the greatest fools in the history of Montana if we fail 
to provide for the preservation of our air, water and land. 


Time will not excuse us because we didn’t know. We are all aware 
of the environmental destruction that has occurred in other parts of the 
country. The nation’s rivers are becoming a continental sewage system. 
City skies are hung with acrid shrouds of smog. And natural landscapes 
have been torn up and replaced by stark concrete horizons. 


We cannot allow this to happen in Montana. 


To protect the environment, I recommend we appropriate funds to 
sufficiently staff our air and water pollution control agencies. 


I also believe it is essential to improve the quality of water through 
the construction of secondary sewage facilities in many Montana commu- 
nities. I recommend we set aside four million dollars as the state share 
of construction costs. This total will allow us to take full advantage of 
available federal matching funds. 


, I strongly urge enactment of the water pollution control legislation 
developed by the Council on Natural Resources. 


We cannot allow the creation of a lunar landscape in eastern Mon- 
tana as the rich mineral resources of that area are developed. I, there- 
fore, strongly urge the enactment of legislation to assure adequate recla- 
mation. 


Effective planning is the first step toward a better future. 


Presently, Montana is experiencing haphazard subdivision and com- 
mercial development. This is perhaps the most severe threat to our 
environment. 


Sound planning and supportive laws are the only means of preventing 
the cancerous growth of rural slums and the subsequent environmental 
problems that have occurred in other parts of the country. 


Montana has been bypassed by massive industrialization and the 
environmental stupidity of that movement. 


Most of our natural environment has been protected to this point 
by good fortune. 


We must begin now to protect that environment with good legisla- 
tion and good administration. 


I do not believe we can adjourn this Legislative Session in good 
conscience knowing the environment will be vulnerable to exploitation 
for another two years. 


Quality of life is more than the great outdoors and the natural en- 
vironment. It is also social and economic environment. It is employment, 
opportunity, police protection, hospitals, governmental services and the 
entire life experience in Montana. 


The environmental movement is entirely just and essential. 


We cannot, however, sacrifice social and economic progress in Mon- 
tana to the ideals of environmental totalitarians. 


Neither can we sacrifice the environment to uncontrolled industrialism 
and exploitation. 


If extreme environmentalists were to make the decisions, Montana 
would revert to wilderness. 
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If irresponsible industrialists were to make the decisions, Montana 
would become a wasteland. 

Neither course is acceptable. 

We must stake out the common ground. 


Environmental protection and economic development, as I have so 
often said, are not mutually exclusive. 


I believe a sound economy can exist in a quality environment. This 
is the essential compromise upon which the future depends. And I believe 
reasonable men, good laws and effective government can strike this balance. 


Let us begin now to make Montana a great place to live and work. 


Efficiency—education—and environment ... this is not a slogan nor 
rhetorical trick. It is a reasonable program to enable state government to 
do what is necessary in a time when not everything is possible. 


Thank you.

Gentlemen: 


I have this date requested introduction of legislation to create a 
position management and classification system to be developed by the 
Department of Administration, and implemented in state agencies. 


I believe this system will be essential if we are to improve manage- 
ment procedures in state government. 


The proposed bill will enable the Department of Administration to 
classify positions in the state service in regard to similarity of duties, 
responsibilities and complexity of work. It will establish similar qualifica- 
tions and equitable salary levels for positions in each class. 


In addition, the bill will benefit public employees by eliminating fixed 
percentage limitations on salary increases. 


Presently, there is a five per cent limitation on salary increases for 
public employees. I believe this limitation has an adverse effect on the 
performance of state government personnel. It diminishes initiative and 
morale by eliminating appropriate salary increases as a reward for good 
performance. It subsidizes mediocrity by providing automatic increases 
with little regard for performance. It punishes employees in the lower 
salaried positions, because their standard percentage increases do not 
amount to much in dollars. 


The proposed position management and classification system is con- 
sistent with the balanced budget program I have submitted. Department 
appropriations for personnel services will be established by the legislature 
and controlled by the Department of Administration. 


Salary increases will be recommended by department heads on the 
basis of performance and approved by the Department of Administration. 


I strongly urge passage of this bill.

“End Points” the municipalities of Chicago, Illinois, and Seattle, Wash- 
ington, and proposing that all rail passenger service within the State of 
Montana be discontinued in its entirety and further proposing that such 
traffic between the respective points preceed via Omaha, Nebraska, and 
Green River, Wyoming; and 


WHEREAS, at the present time, the State of Montana enjoys the 
service of eight (8) east-west passenger trains passing through the state 
daily; four (4) in an easterly direction and four (4) in a westerly direc- 
tion; and north-south passenger train service three (3) times a week; and 


WHEREAS, the State of Montana is six hundred (600) miles in length 
in an east-west direction and approximately four hundred (400) miles in 
length in a north-south direction; and

WHEREAS, under the Interstate Commerce Act, the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission has jurisdiction over the abandonment of railroad

WHEREAS, at the present time, the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion considers only the burden upon interstate commerce, the public 
need, and usage when determining whether a rail line may be abandoned, 
without giving due consideration to the impact of such abandonment with

WHEREAS, most railroad branch lines parallel primary and secondary 
roads which are unsuitable for heavy traffic and the cost of building 
primary roads suitable for heavy traffic is costly to the State of Montana;

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MESSAGES FROM THE GOVERNOR

Dear Mr. Speaker: 


I was somewhat amazed to read published reports in the morning 
newspapers of this date of the intentions of the Chairman of the House 
Committee on Executive Reorganization to invite the State’s Chief Execu- 
tive to appear before his committee regarding legislative proposals of the 
bi-partisan Executive Reorganization Commission. 


I find no precedent in the annals of Constitutional government for 
such a request. As you and I understand, there must be a constant vigilance 
on the part of sincere public servants that the separation of the legislative, 
executive and judicial branches of government be assured. 


Many times, I feel compelled to go directly to the Legislature and 
appear before the body as a whole to spell out my arguments for and 
against. However, my experience in the legislative, judicial and executive 
branches of the government has impressed upon me the need to strictly 
maintain the separation of powers as stated in the Constitution. 


I want you, and all members of the 42nd Assembly, to know I am 
always available to talk with individuals or groups of legislators about 
any problems or questions they may have. 


The suggestion, however, of a public forum between elected officials 
of the executive branch of government and members of the Legislature is 
not consistent with the admonishment contained within the Constitution. 


I would appreciate it if you, as Speaker of the House of Representa- 
tives, would advise the Chairman to engage in a further study of the 
provision of the Constitution and reconsider his proposal. Otherwise, I 
believe the stage is set for an unwholesome precedent in the application 
of the Constitution to the conduct of state government.

This 
act shall be known and cited as the “Underground Conversion of Utilities 
Law”. 


Section 2. Legislative purpose. The Legislature finds that in many 
areas of the state, landowners, cities, towns, counties, rural electric co- 
operatives and public utilities desire to convert existing overhead electric 
and communication facilities to underground locations by means of special 
improvement district proceedings. The legislature hereby declares that 
a public purpose will be served by providing a procedure to accomplish 
such conversion and that it is in the public interest to provide for such 
conversion by proceedings taken pursuant to this chapter, whether such 
areas be within the limits of a city or town or within a county. 


Section 3. Definitions. As used in this chapter, the following words 
and phrases and any variations thereof shall have the following meaning: 


“Communication service’ means the transmission of intelligence by 
electrical means, including, but not limited to, telephone, telegraph, mes- 
senger-call, clock, police, fire alarm and traffic control circuits or the 
transmission of standard television or radio signals. 


“Electrical service” means the distribution of electricity for heat, 
light or power. 


“Convert” or “conversion” means the removal of all or any part of 
any existing overhead electric or communications facilities and the replace- 
ment thereof with underground electric or communication facilities con- 
structed at the same or different locations. 


“Electric or communication facilities’ means any works or improve- 
ments used or useful in providing electric or communication service, in- 
cluding, but not limited to, poles, supports, tunnels, manholes, vaults, 
conduits, pipes, wires, conductors, guys, stubs, platforms, crossarms, braces, 
transformers, insulators, cut-outs, switches, capacitators, meters, communi- 
cation circuits, appliances, attachments, and appurtenances. “Electric 
facilities” shall not include any facilities used or intended to be used for 
the transmission of electric energy at nominal voltages in excess of 
twenty-five thousand (25,000) volts. 


“Overhead electric or communication facilities” means electric or 
communication facilities located, in whole or in part, above the surface 
of the ground. 
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“Underground electric or communication facilities” means electric or 
communication facilities located, in whole or in part, beneath the surface 
of the ground. 


“Public utility” means any public or private person, corporation or 
cooperative that provides electric or communication service to the public 
by means of electric or communication facilities and shall include any 
special improvement district that provides electric or communication serv- 
ice to the public by means of electric or communication facilities. 


“Governing body” means the board of county commissioners or city 
council, as may be appropriate, depending on whether the special improve- 
ment district is located in a county or within a city or town. 


“Ordinance” means resolution where the governing body property acts 
by resolution and vice versa. 


Section 4. Powers conferred. The governing body of every county is 
hereby authorized and empowered to create special improvement districts 
under this chapter within the unincorporated portion of such county, and 
the governing body of every city and town is hereby authorized and em- 
powered to create special improvement districts under this chapter within 
its territorial limits. Said special improvement districts shall provide for 
the conversion of existing overhead electrical and communication facilities 
to underground locations and the construction, reconstruction or relocation 
of any other electric or communication facilities which may be incidental 
thereto, pursuant to the provisicns of this chapter; provided, however, that 
any such special improvement district shall include an area having a front- 
age of not less than one thousand (1,000) feet upon a public street, road, 
highway or utilities easement along which overhead electric or communica- 
tion facilities are located. 


Section 5. Basis of assessments. Whenever any improvement author- 
ized to be made by any governing body by the terms of this chapter is 
ordered, the governing body shall provide for the apportionment of the cost 
and expenses thereof as in their judgment may be fair and equitable in 
consideration of the benefits accruing to the abutting, adjoining, continguous 
and adjacent lots and land and to the lots and lands otherwise benefited 
and included within the special improvement district formed. Each lot and 
parcel of land shall be separately assessed for the cost and expenses thereof 
in proportion to the number of square feet of such lands and lots abutting, 
adjoining, continguous and adjacent thereto or included in the special 
improvement district, and in proportion to the benefits derived to such 
property by said improvements. The entire cost of the improvements may 
be assessed against the benefited property as herein provided, or if money 
for paying part of such cost is available from any other source, the money 
so available may be so applied and the remaining cost so assessed against 
the benefited property. The cost and expenses to be assessed, as herein 
provided for, shall include the cost of improvement, engineering, and 
clerical service, advertising, cost of inspection, cost of collecting assess- 
ments, cost of easements, and interest upon bonds, if issued, and for legal 
services for preparing proceedings and advising in regard thereto. Fee 
lands and property of the state or federal government shall not be con- 
sidered as lands or property benefited by any improvement district and 
shall not be subject to asssessment for the payment of any of the cost 
or expense of such improvement. 


Section 6. Resolution for cost and feasibility study. Any governing 
body may, on its own initiative or upon a petition signed by at least sixty 
percent (60%) of the property owners owning at least sixty percent (60%) 
of the assessable lands of any proposed district requesting the creation 
of a special improvement district, as provided for in this chapter, pass 
a resolution at any regular or special meeting declaring that it finds that 
the special improvement district is in the public interest. The governing 
body shall make a finding that the formation of the special improvement

district, for the purposes set out in this chapter, will promote the public 
convenience, necessity and welfare. The resolution shall state that the 
costs and expenses will be levied and assessed upon the property benetited 
and further request that each public utility serving such area by overhead 
electric or communication facilities shall, within one hundred twenty (120) 
days after the receipt of the resolution, make a study of the cost of con- 
version of its facilities in such area to underground service. The report 
of said study shall be provided to the governing body and made available 
for inspection in the office of the governing body and each public utility. 
The resolution of the governing body shall require that each public utility 
be provided with the name and address of the owner of each parcel or 
lot within the proposed improvement district, if known, and if not known, 
the description of the property and such other matters as may be required 
by the public utilities in order to perform the work involved in the cost 
study. The resolution shall further state the area in square feet of each 
lot or parcel within the proposed conversion service area. 


Section 7. Costs and feasibility report. The public utility report shall 
set forth an estimate of the total underground conversion costs and shall 
also indicate the costs of underground conversion of facilities of the public 
utility located within the boundaries of the various parcels or lots then 
receiving service. The report shall also contain the public utility’s recom- 
mendations concerning the feasibility of the project for the district pro- 
posed insofar as the physical characteristics of the district are concerned. 
The report shall make recommendations by the public utility concerning 
inclusion or exclusion of areas within the district or immediately adjacent 
to the district. The governing body shall give careful consideration to 
the public utility’s recommendations concerning feasibility, recognizing 
their expertise in this area, and may amend the boundaries of the pro- 
posed improvement district, provided that the costs and feasibility report 
of the public utility contains a cost figure on the district as amended, or it 
may request a new cost and feasibility report from the public utility con- 
cerned on the basis of the amended district. Should a delay result in a 
significant increase of the estimated conversion costs, new hearing’s shall 
be held on the creation of the district. In the event an increase of ten 
percent (10%) or less results from delay, only the hearing on the assess- 
ments need be held again. 


Section 8. Resolution declaring intention to create district. On the 
filing with the clerk of any governing body of the cost and feasibility 
report by the public utility, as hereinbefore provided, and after considering 
the same, the governing body may, at any regular or special meeting, 
pass a resolution declaring its intention to create a special improvement 
district. The resolution shall state that the costs and expenses of the 
district created are, except as otherwise provided for, to be levied and 
assessed upon the abutting, adjoining, and adjacent lots and land along 
or upon which improvements are to be made, and upon lots and lands 
benefited by such improvements and included in the special improvement 
district created; that it is the intention of the governing body to make 
such improvement which will promote public convenience, necessity and 
welfare; and shall further state the area and boundaries of the proposed 
improvement district, the character of the proposed improvement, the 
estimated total cost of the same, and the intention of the governing body 
to hold a hearing on the proposed improvement. 


Section 9. Contents of notice of resolution and hearing on protests. 
Following the passage of the resolution in Section 8, the governing body 
shall cause notice of the resolution and a hearing on any protests to the 
proposed improvement to be given in the manner provided in Section 10. 
Such notice shall: (1) Declare that the governing body has passed a resolu- 
tion of intention to create a special improvement district. (2) Describe the 
boundaries or area of the district with sufficient particularity to permit 
each owner of real property therein to ascertain that his property lies in 
the district. (3) Describe in a general way the proposed improvement, 
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specifying the streets or property along. which it will be made and the 
nature of the benefits to the property within the district. (4) State the 
estimated cost as determined from the cost and feasibility report, and the 
estimated cost of engineering, clerical service, easements, advertising, in- 
spection, collection of assessments, interest upon bonds, and legal services 
for preparing proceedings and advising in regard thereto, if applicable. 
(5) State that it is proposed to assess the real property in the district 
to pay all of the cost of the improvement according to the square footage 
of and the benefits to be derived by each tract, block, lot and parcel of 
land within the district. (6) State the time and place at which the 
governing body will hear and pass upon all protests that may be made 
against the making of such improvements, or the creation of such district 
or the benefits to be derived by the real property in the district. (7) State 
that all property owners liable to be assessed for such work and desiring 
to make a protest may submit, in writing, such protest to the governing 
body by a specified date not less than fifteen (15) days from the first 
day of publication of such notice. 


Section 10. Notice of public hearing on proposed improvement. Notice 
shall be published in full five (5) times in a daily newspaper or once in 
a weekly newspaper of general circulation in the county, city or town 
in which said district is located. A copy of such notice shall be mailed 
by the governing body to each owner of land within the proposed district 
whose property will be assessed for the cost of the improvement. The 
address to be used for said purpose shall be that last appearing on the 
real property assessment rolls of the county wherein said property is 
located. Mailed notices and the published notice shall state where a copy 
of the resolution will be available for inspection by any interested parties. 


Section 11. Protests. against proposed work and areas to be included 
in the district. At any time within the time specified in the notice, any 
owner of property liable to be assessed for said work may make written 
protest against the making of such improvements, or the creation of such 
district or the benefits to be derived by the real property in the district. 
Protests in writing must be delivered to the clerk of the governing body 
not later than 5:00 p.m., of the last day within said period, and said clerk 
shall endorse thereon the date and hour of its receipt by him. 


Section 12. Public hearing on creation of special improvement district. 
At the time and place specified in the notice, the governing body shall 
meet and shall proceed to hear and pass upon all protests. Such hearing 
may be adjourned from time to time to a fixed future time and place. 
If at any time during the hearings it shall appear to the governing’ body 
that changes in the proposed improvements or the proposed district should 
be made which, after consultation with the public utility concerned, appear 
to affect either the cost or feasibility of the improvement, the hearing 
shall be adjourned to a fixed time and place and a new gost and feasibility 
report prepared on the basis of the contemplated changes. If additional 
areas are added, notice and an opportunity to protest shall again be given 
on the basis of such changes. 


If the protests against the making of the improvement are received 
from more than forty percent (40%) of the property owners owning more 
than forty percent (40%) of the property in the proposed special im- 
provement district. the district and project shall be abandoned. The same 
or any substantially similar special improvement district may not be 
renewed at any time within one (1) year. In determining whether or not 
sufficient protests have been filed to prevent further proceedings, property 
owned by a county, city or town shall be considered to the same effect 
as other property in the district. 


The governing body shall, after considering matters brought forth at 
the hearing, either abandon the district and project or adopt an ordinance 
establishing the district and authorizing the project. Such ordinance shall 
be published in the manner provided in Section 10, but need not be mailed. 
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If an ordinance be adopted establishing the district, such ordinance shall 
finally and conclusively establish the regular organization of the district 
against all persons, unless an action attacking the validity of the organi- 
zation shall be commenced in a court of competent jurisdiction within 
thirty (30) days after the adoption of such ordinance. Such action shall 
be subject to the provisions of Section 13. Thereafter, any such action 
shall be perpetually barred and the organization of said district shall not 
be directly or collaterally questioned in any suit, action or proceedings. 


Section 138. Waiver of objections. Every person who has real property 
within the boundaries of the district and who fails to submit a written 
protest in accordance with Section 11, or appear and give testimony at the 
public hearing, shall be deemed to have waived any objections to the 
creation of the district, the making of the improvements and the inclusion 
of his property within the district. Such waivers shall not, however, 
preclude his right to object to the amount of the assessment at the hear- 
ing for which provision is made in Section 17. 


Section 14. Proposed assessment list. Following creation of the special 
improvement district, the governing body shall cause to be prepared an 
assessment list detailing the total amount to be assessed, the specific 
properties assessed, and the amount of assessment on each piece of prop- 
erty. 


Section 15. Proposed assessments ordinance. After the preparation of 
the proposed assessment list, the governing body shall cause to be pre- 
pared for adoption at the hearing hereinafter provided for, an ordinance 
declaring the entire cost of the improvement, including the cost of con- 
struction as determined from Section 26, and all legal and fiscal fees and 
costs, the cost of the publication of notices and all other costs properly 
incident to the construction of the improvement and the financing thereof. 
Such ordinance shall. specify what share, if any, of the total cost is pay- 
able from sources other than the imposition of assessments and shall 
incorporate the proposed assessment list provided for in Section 14. Such 
ordinance shall specify the terms of installment payments, if said im- 
provement is to be financed over a period of time. 


Section 16. Notice of public hearing on proposed assessments. After 
the preparation of the aforesaid ordinance, notice of a public hearing on 
the proposed assessments shall be given. Such notice shall be published 
one (1) time in a newspaper in which the first notice of hearing was pub- 
lished at least twenty (20) days before the date fixed for the hearing 
and shall be mailed by the governing body not less than fifteen (15) days: 
prior to the date fixed for such hearing to each owner of real property 
whose property will be assessed for part of the cost of the improvement. 
at the addresses appearing on the last completed real property assessment. 
rolls of the county wherein said affected property is located. 


1. Each notice shall state that at the specified time and place, the 
governing body will hold a public hearing upon the proposed assessments 
and shall state that any owner of any property to be assessed pursuant to 
the ordinance will be heard on the question of whether his property will 
be benefited by the proposed improvement to the amount of the proposed 
assessment against his property and whether the amount assessed against 
his property constitutes more than his proper proportional share of the 
total cost of the improvement. 


2. The notice shall further state where a copy of the ordinance pro- 
posed to be adopted levying the assessments against all real property in 
the district will be on file for public inspection, and that, subject to such 
changes and corrections therein as may be made by the governing body, 
it is proposed to adopt the ordinance at the conclusion of the hearing. 


8. The published notice shall describe the boundaries or area of the 
district with sufficient particularity to permit each owner of real property 
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therein to ascertain that his property lies in the district. The mailed no- 
ice may refer to the district by name and date of creation and shall state 
the amount of the assessment proposed to be levied against the real prop- 
erty of the person to whom the notice is mailed and the terms of install- 
ment financing, if any. In the absence of fraud, the failure to mail any 
ale does not invalidate any assessment or any proceeding under this 
chapter. 


Section 17. Public hearing on proposed assessment ordinance. On the 
date and at the time and place specified in the aforementioned notice, the 
governing body shall, in open and public session, hear all arguments re- 
lating to the benefits accruing to any tract, block, lot or parcel of iand 
therein and the amounts proposed to be assessed against any such tract, 
block, lot or parcel. The hearing may be adjourned from time to time to 
a fixed future time and place. After the hearing has been concluded and 
all persons desiring to be heard have been heard, the governing body shall 
consider the arguments presented and shall make such corrections in the 
assessment list as may be considered just and equitable. Such corrections 
may eliminate, may increase, or may decrease the amount of the assess- 
ment proposed to be levied against any piece of property. However, no 
increase of any proposed assessment shall be valid unless the owner of 
the property is given notice and an opportunity to be heard. After such 
corrections have been made, the governing body shall make a specific 
finding that no proposed assessment on the corrected assessment list 
exceeds the benefit to be derived from the improvement by the piece of 
property to be so assessed and that no piece of property so listed will bear 
more than its proper proportionate share of the cost of such improvement. 


Section 18. Adoption of the assessment ordinance. After the public 
hearing has been concluded and all corrections made to the assessment list, 
the governing body shall proceed to adopt the assessment ordinance. The 
adoption of such ordinance shall be prima facie evidence of the fact that 
the property assessed is benefited in the amount of the assessments, and 
that such assessments have been lawfully levied. 


Section 19. Payment of assessment. All assessments shall be due and 
payable within thirty (30) days after the final publication of the assessing 
ordinance without demand; provided, that all such assessments may be 
paid, at the election of the owner, in installments, with interest, as pro- 
vided in Section 20. 


Section 20. Installment payments. Failure to pay the whole assess- 
ment within said period of thirty (30) days shall be conclusively considered 
and held to be an election on the part of all persons interested, whether 
under disability or otherwise, to pay in installments. In case of such 
election, the assessment shall be payable at such times as is provided by 
the governing body, not to exceed twenty (20) years, and shall bear in- 
terest in all cases on the unpaid principal at the rate not exceeding eight 
percent (8%) per annum. The number of installments, the time of pay- 
ments, and the rate of interest shall be determined by the governing body 
and set forth in the assessing ordinance. 


Section 21. Collection of installments—failure to pay installments. 
Installments shall be collected in the manner and at the time prescribed. 
When one (1) payment becomes delinquent, all payments shall, at the 
option of the governing body by appropriate resolutions duly adopted, 
become delinquent. Delinquent installments shall be subject to the same 
interest and penalties as are now or hereafter provided for delinquent taxes 
by the laws of the State of Montana, and property subject to delinquent 
installments shall be sold as other property is sold for taxes. 


Section 22. Assessment lien. All assessments made in pursuance of 
this chapter, together with all interest thereon and penalties for default 
in payment thereof, and all costs in collecting the same, shall constitute, 
from the date of the final publication of the assessing ordinance, a lien 
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in the several amounts assessed against each lot or tract of land, and 
shall have priority over all other liens excepting general tax liens. No 
sale of property for the nonpayment of taxes or other special assessments 
shall extinguish the lien of other than the taxes or special assessments 
for the nonpayment of which such sale is had. 


Section 23. Advance payment of assessment installations. The gov- 
erning body may, in the ordinance levying the assessments, provide that 
all unpaid installments of assessments levied against any piece of property 
may (but only in their entirety) be paid prior to the dates on which they 
become due, if the property owner paying such installments pays all in- 
terest which would accrue thereon to the next succeeding date on which 
interest is payable on the bonds issued in anticipation of the collection of 
the assessments. In addition, the property owner must pay such additional 
amount of interest as in the opinion of the governing body is necessary 
to assure the availability of money fully sufficient to pay interest on the 
bonds as interest becomes due, and any redemption premiums which may 
become payable on the bonds in order to retire, in advance of maturity, 
bonds in a sufficient amount to utilize the assessments thus paid in ad- 
vance. If no bonds have been issued, then all unpaid installments of 
assessments levied against any piece of property may be paid in their 
entirety prior to the date upon which they become due by paying the 
principal amount due and the interest accrued thereon to the date of pay- 
ment. 


Section 24. Issuance of bonds. After the expiration of thirty (30) 
days from the date of the adoption of the ordinance levying the assess- 
ments, the governing body may issue negotiable interest-bearing bonds in 
a principal amount not exceeding the unpaid balance of the assessments 
levied. The bonds shall bear interest at not exceeding eight percent (8%) 
per annum, payable as specified by the governing body over a period not 
exceeding twenty (20) years. The bonds shall be of such form and de- 
nomination and shall be payable in principal and interest at such times 
and place, and shall be sold, authorized and issued in such manner as the 
governing body may determine. The bonds shall be dated no earlier 
than the date on which the special assessment shall begin to bear interest, 
and shall be secured by and payable from the levy and collection of the 
special assessments in anticipation of the collection of which they are 
issued. Any premium received on the sale of the bonds may be applied 
as other bond proceeds, or if not so applied, the same shall be placed in the 
fund for the payment of principal of and interest on the bonds. 


The bonds shall be signed. by a member of the governing body desig- 
nated by the governing body and shall be countersigned by the appropriate 
treasurer with the corporate seal thereto affixed as appropriate and at- 
tested to by the clerk of the governing body. Interest may be evidenced 
by interest coupons attached to such bonds and signed by a facsimile signa- 
ture of one of the individuals who signed the bond. 


Section 25. No special assessment levied under this chapter shall be 
declared void, nor shall any such assessment or part thereof be set aside 
in consequence of any error or irregularity permitted or appearing in any 
of the proceedings under this chapter, but any party feeling aggrieved by 
any such special assessment or proceeding may bring a civil action to 
cause such grievance to be adjudicated if such action is commenced prior 
to the expiration of the period specified in this section. The burden of 
proof to show that such special assessment or part thereof is invalid, in- 
equitable or unjust shall rest upon the party who brings such suit. Every 
person whose property is subject to such special assessment and who fails 
to appear during the public hearings on said assessments to raise his ob- 
jection to such tax shall be deemed to have waived all objections to such 
levy except the objections that the governing body lacks jurisdiction to 
levy such tax. 


For a period of thirty (30) days after the governing body has adopted 
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the assessment ordinance, any taxpayer in the district shall have the right 
to institute litigation for the purpose of questioning or attacking the pro- 
‘ceedings pursuant to which the assessments have been authorized. When- 
ever any ordinance authorizing the issuance of any bonds pursuant to the 
improvement contemplated shall have been adopted, such ordinance shall 
be published once in a newspaper in which the original notice of hearing 
was published. For a period of thirty (80) days thereafter, any person 
whose property shall have been assessed and any taxpayer in the district 
shall have the right to institute litigation for the purpose of questioning 
or attacking the legality of such bonds. After the expiration of such thirty 
(30) day period, all proceedings theretofore had by the governing body, 
the bonds to be issued pursuant thereto, and the special assessments from 
which such bonds are to be paid, shall become incontestable, and no suit 
attacking or questioning the legality thereof may be instituted in this 
state, and no court shall have the authority to inquire into such matters. 


Section 26. Conversion costs. In determining the conversion costs in- 
cluded in the cost and feasibility report required by Section 7, the public 
utility shall be entitled to amounts sufficient to repay them for the fol- 
lowing, as computed and reflected by the uniform system of accounts 
approved by the Montana Public Service Commission, Federal Communica- 
tions Commission, or Federal Power Commission, or in the event the 
public utility is not subject to regulation by any of the above governmental 
agencies, by the public utility’s system of accounts then in use and in 
~ aecordance with standard accounting procedures of said public utility. 


1. The original costs less depreciation taken of the existing overhead 
electric and communication facilities to be removed. 


2. The estimated costs of removing such overhead electric and com- 
munication facilities, less the salvage value of the facilities removed. 


3. If the estimated cost of constructing new underground facilities 
exceeds the estimated cost of constructing new aerial facilities, then the 
cost difference between the two. 


4. The cost of obtaining new easements when technical consideration 
make it reasonably necessary to utilize easements for the underground 
facilities different from those used for above ground facilities, or where 
the pre-existing easements are insufficient for the underground facilities. 


Section 27. Maintenance, construction and title to converted facilities. 
The public utility shall have the duty to maintain, repair, and replace all 
underground facilities installed pursuant to this act. There shall be no 
competitive bidding as to the construction of the converted facilities since 
existing facilities are owned, maintained, and operated by the public utility 
and the continuity of service of the utility is essential, both of which make 
construction work by third persons impracticable. Therefore, the public 
utility concerned shall be responsible for the accomplishment of all con- 
struction work and may contract out such of the construction work as it 
deems desirable. Title to the converted facilities shall be at all times solely 
and exclusively in the public utility involved, as the public is only purchas- 
ing the intangible benefits which come from converted facilities; that is, the 
removal of the overhead facilities and replacement by underground facili- 
ties. 


Section 28. Upon completion of the conversion of the overhead electric 
or communication facilities on public lands and right of way to underground, 
the public utility shall file a verified statement of the costs of such conver- 
sion with the governing body. The governing body shall mail to each 
landowner a notice stating that: 


1. Service from the underground facilities is available; 


2. The landowner has sixty (60) days after the date of the mailing of 
such notice to convert all overhead electric or communication facilities 
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providing service to any structure or improvement located on his lot or 
parcel to underground service facilities; and 


3. After the sixty (60) day period following the date of the mailing 
of the notice, the governing body will order the public utility to disconnect 
and remove all overhead electric and communication facilities providing 
service to any structure or improvement within the area. 


Section 29. 1. Any conversion of electric or communication service 
facilities, including service connections, located on a privately owned lot 
or parcel shall be made at the expense of the landowner by the public 
utility owning the facility. The conversion shall be made in accordance 
with applicable safety rules, codes, regulations, tariffs or ordinances. The 
public utility shall not be required to convert service lines on property, 
other than public lands and right of way, until the landowner furnishes to 
the public utility a permit or easement authorizing the public utility and its 
employees, agents and contractors to enter upon real property of the 
landowner for the purpose of performing conversion work thereon. 


2. Upon completion of the conversion of overhead electric or com- 
munication service facilities on privately owned lots and parcels within a 
district, the public utility shall file with the governing body a verified 
statement of the costs of the conversion of such service facilities of each 
landowner in the district. Promptly thereafter, the governing body shall 
mail to each landowner a copy of such verified statement, which shall be 
due and payable within thirty (80) days or as otherwise provided by the 
public utility. 


Section 30. If the owner of any structure or improvement served from 
the overhead electric or communication service facilities within an under- 
ground assessment district does not grant the utility a permit or easement 
referred to in Section 29 of this chapter, or if such an owner fails to con- 
vert to underground service facilities within sixty (60) days after the 
mailing to him of the notice provided by Section 28 of this chapter, the 
governing body shall order the public utility to complete the conversion 
and to disconnect and remove all overhead facilities, including service 
facilities, providing service to such structure or improvement. 


Section 31. Payment of public utility. Upon completion of the conver- 
sion contemplated by this chapter, the public utility shall present the gov- 
erning body with its verified bill for conversion costs as computed pursuant 
to Section 26, but based upon the actual cost of constructing the underground 
facility rather than the estimated cost of the facility. In the event the con- 
version costs are less than the estimated conversion costs, each assessed 
owner within the improvement district shall receive the benefit, prorated 
in such form and at such time or times as the governing body may deter- 
mine. The bill of the public utility shall be paid within thirty (30) days by 
the governing body from the improvement district funds or such other 
source as is property designated by the governing body. In determining the 
actual cost of constructing the underground facility, the public utility shall 
use its standard accounting procedures, such as the uniform system of 
accounts as defined by the Federal Communications Commission, Federal 
Power Commission, or Montana Public Service Commission, and as is in 
use at the time of the conversion by the public utility involved. 


Section 32. Reinstallation of overhead facilities not permitted. Once 
removed, no overhead electric or communication facilities shall be installed 
in a special] improvement district for conversion of overhead electric and 
communication facilities, except as authorized by this chapter. 


Section 33. No limitation of Public Service Commission’s jurisdiction. 
Nothing contained in this chapter shall vest any jurisdiction over public 
utility in the governing body. The Public Service Commission of Montana 
shall retain all jurisdiction now or hereafter conferred upon it by law. 


Section 34. Invalidity of one provision not to affect others—exception. 
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If any section or provision of this chapter be adjudged unconstitutional or 
invalid for any reason, such adjudication shall not affect the validity of 
this chapter as a whole, or of any section or provision hereof, which is not 
specifically so adjudicated unconstitutional or invalid; provided, however, 
if any section or provision of this chapter concerning the payment to the 
public utility shall be adjudged unconstitutional or invalid for any reason: 
in such a way that the payment to the public utility or the creation of 
the funds for that purpose is adjudged to be invalid or unconstitutional, 
then such invalidity or unconstitutionality shall invalidate this chapter in 
its entirety and to this end and in this event the provisions of this chapter 
are declared to be nonseverable. 


Section 35. Abatement of construction. If a special improvement dis- 
trict is established pursuant to this chapter, the public utility involved 
shall not be required to commence conversion until the ordinance, the 
assessment roll and issuance of bonds have become final and no civil action 
has been filed or if civil action has been filed, until the decision of the 
court upon the action has become final and is not subject to further appeal.” 


And, as so amended, do pass.

It is, the purpose of this act to obligate public agencies, public em- 
ployees,-and their representatives to enter into discussions with affirma- 
tive willingness to resolve grievances and disputes relating to wages, hours, 
and other terms and conditions of employment, acting within the frame- 
work of laws and charter provisions.’ It is also the purpose of this. act to 
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promote the improveiiient of employer-employee relations within the various 
public agencies of the state and its political subdivisions by providing a 
uniform basis for recognizing the right of public employees to join organ- 
izations of their own choice, or to refrain from joining, and be represented 
by such organizations in their employment relations and dealings with 
public agencies.

and districts of this state, those people classed as legislative, judicial, or 
supervisory public employees and confidential employees including those 
who are employed in the department which administers this act as part 
of its responsibilities. 


(2) “Supervisory employee” means any individual having authority, 
in the interest of the employer, (i) to hire, transfer, suspend, lay off, recall, 
promote, discharge, assign, reward, or discipline other employees, or (ii) 
responsibly to direct them, or (iii) to adjust their grievances, or (iv) ef- 
fectively to recommend such action, if in connection with the foregoing 
the exercise of such authority is not of a merely routine or clerical na- 
ture, but requires the use of independent judgment. 


(3) “Confidential employee” means one whose functional. responsi- 
bilities or knowledge in connection with the issues involved in the meet 
and confer in good faith process would make his membership in the same 
eet iar cat as rank-and-file. employees incompatible with his official 
uties. : 


(4) “Public agency” or “public employer” means the state of Mon- 
tana and every governmental subdivision, district, public and quasi-public 
corporation, public agency and town, city, county, city and county, and 
municipal corporation, whether incorporated or not. and whether chartered 
_ orenot: 


(5) “Governing body” means the legislative body of the publi¢ em- 
ployer or the body possessing legislative powers. ; 


(6) “Representative of the public employer” and “designated repre- 
sentative” means the chief executive officer of the public employer or his 
designee, except where the governing body provides otherwise. 


(7) “Employee organization” means any organization which includes 
employees of a public agency and which has as one of its primary purposes 
representing such employees in discussions with that public agency over 
wages, hours, and other terms and conditions of employment. 


(8) “Recognized employee organization” means an employee organ- 
ization which has been formally acknowledged by the public agency or 
certified as representing a majority of the nonsupervisory employees of 
an appropriate unit. 


(9) “Department” means the Montana department of ‘labor and 
industry. 


(10) “Meet and confer in good faith’ means the process whereby 
the chief executive of a public agency, or such representatives as it may 
designate, and representatives of recognized employee organizations have 
the mutual obligation personally to meet and confer in order to exchange 
freely information; ‘opinions, and proposals, to endeavor to reach agreement 
on matters within the scope of discussions, and to seek by every possible 
means to implement agreements reached. 
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(11) “Memorandum of agreement” means a written memorandum of 
understanding arrived at by the representatives of the public agency and 
a recognized employee organization(s), which may be presented to the 
governing body or its statutory representative and to the membership of 
such organization(s) for appropriate action. 


(12) “Mediation” means effort by an impartial third party to assist 
in reconciling a dispute regarding wages, hours, and other terms and con- 
ditions of employment between representatives of the public agency and 
sake pees ues employee organizations through interpretation, suggestion, 
and advice. 


(18) ‘“Fact-finding’” means investigation of such a dispute by an 
individual, panel, or board with the fact finder submitting a report to the 
parties describing the issues involved. The report may contain recom- 
mendations for settlement and may be made public. 


(14) “Advisory arbitration” means interpretation of the terms of an 
existing or a new memorandum of agreement or investigation of disputes 
by an impartial third party whose decision is not binding upon the parties. 


(15) “Voluntary arbitration” means a procedure wherein both parties 
jointly agree to submit their dispute to an impartial] third party whose 
decision may be final and binding or advisory and non-binding, depending 
on the nature of the initial agreement. 


(16) “Strike” means the failure by concerted action with others to 
report for duty, the wilful absence from one’s position, the stoppage of 
work, or the abstinence in whole or in part from the full, faithful, and 
proper performance of the duties of employment, and without the lawful 
approval of one’s superior, or in any manner interfering with the operation 
of government of the state, the government of any of the political sub- 
divisions thereof, or any authority, commission, board or branch thereof, 
for the purpose of inducing, influencing, or coercing a change in the con- 
ditions or compensation or the rights, privileges, or obligations of em- 
ployment. 


Section 8. Public employee relations board. 


(a) There is hereby created as an adjunct to the Montana department 
of labor and industry a board, to be known as the public employee relations 
board, which shall consist of five (5) members appointed by the governor, 
by and with the advice and consent of the senate from persons representa- 
tive of the public. Not more than three (3) members of the board shall 
be members of the same political party. Each member shall be appointed 
for a term of six (6) years, except that two (2) shall be appointed for 
a term to expire two (2) years following the effective date of this act, 
two (2) for a term that shall expire four (4) years following the effective 
date of this act, and one (1) for a term that shall expire six (6) years 
following the effective date of this act. A member appointed to fill a 
vacancy shall be appointed for the unexpired term of the member whom 
he is to succeed. 


(b) Members shall hold no other public office or public employment 
in the state or its political subdivision. 


(c) Members of the board, when performing the duties of the board, 
shall be compensated at the rate of fifty dollars ($50) a day, together 
with an allowance of actual and necessary expenses incurred in the dis- 
charge of their responsibilities hereunder. 


(d) The director of the Montana department of labor and industry 
shall be the executive director and the board may appoint such other 
persons, including but not limited to mediators, members of fact-finding 
boards, and representatives of employee organizations and public em- 
ployers to serve as technical advisers to such factfinding boards, as it may 
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from time to time deem necessary for the performance of its functions. 
The board shall prescribe their duties, fix their compensation, and pro- 
vide for reimbursement of their expenses within the amounts made avail- 
able therefor by appropriation. 


(e) In addition to the authority provided in other sections, the board 
may: 


(i) Make studies and analyses of, and act as a clearing-house of in- 
formation relating to conditions of employment of public employees through- 
out the state. 


(ii) Provide technical assistance and training program to assist public 
employees in their dealings with employee organizations. 


(iii) Request frem any public agency such assistance, services, and 
data as will enable the board properly to carry out its functions and 
powers. 


(iv) Establish procedures for the prevention of improper public em- 
ployer and employee organization practices as provided in section 12 of 
this act, provided that in the case of a claimed violation of paragraph (5) 
of subdivision (b) or paragraph (4) of subdivision (c) of such section, 
procedures shall provide only for an entering of an order directing the 
public agency or employee organization to meet and confer in good faith. 
The pendency of proceeedings under this paragraph shall not be used as 
the basis to delay or interfere with determination of representation status 
pursuant to section 6 of this act or with meeting and conferring. The 
board shall exercise exclusive nondelegable jurisdiction of the power 
granted to it by this paragraph. 


(v) Establish, after consulting with representatives of employee or- 
ganizations and of public agencies, panels of qualified persons broadly 
representative of the public, to be available to serve as mediators, members 
of fact-finding boards, or arbitrators. 


(vi) Hold such hearings and make such inquiries, as it deems neces- 
sary, to carry out properly its functions and powers. 


(vii) For the purpose of such hearings and inquiries, administer 
oaths and affirmations, examine witnesses and documents, take testimony 
and receive evidence, compel attendance of witnesses and the production 
of documents by the issuance of subpoenas, and delegate such powers to 
any member of the board or any person appointed by the board for the 
performance of its functions. Such subpoenas shall be regulated and en- 
forced under the civil practice law and rules. 


(viii) Make, amend, and rescind, from time to time, such rules and 
regulations, including but not limited to those governing its internal organ- 
ization and conduct of its affairs, and exercise such other powers, as may 
be appropriate to effectuate the purposes and provisions of this act. 


Section 4. Public employee rights. Public employees shall have the 
right to form, join, and participate in the activities of employee organ- 
izations of their own choosing for the purpose of meeting and conferring 
with public employers or their designated representatives with respect to 
grievances and wages, hours, and other terms and conditions of employ- 
ment. Public employees also shall have the right to refuse or fail to join 
or participate in the activities of employee organizations. 


Section 5. Public employer rights. Nothing in this act is intended to 
circumscribe or modify the existing right of a public agency to: 


(1) direct the work of its employees; 


(2) hire, promote, demote, transfer, assign, and retain employees in 
positions within the public agency; . 
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(3) suspend or discharge employees for proper cause; 
(4) “maintain . the efficiency of government operations; 


(5) relieve employees from duties because of lack of work or for 
other legitimate reasons; : 


(6) take actions as may be so as to RG out the mission of the 
agency in emergencies; and “6 


_ (7) determine the methods, means, and personnel by which opera- 
tions are to be carried on. 


Section 6. Recognition of employee organizations... — 


(a) Public employers shall recognize employee organizations for the 
purpose of representing their members in dealings with such employees. 
Employee organizations may establish reasonable provisions for an individ- 
ual’s admission to or dismissal from membership. 


(b) Where an employee or ganization has been certified by the board 
as representing a majority of the employees in an appropriate unit, or 
recognized formally, pursuant to the provisions of this act, the public em- 
ployer shall meet and confer in good faith with such employee organization 
in the determination of, and the administration of grievance arising under 

he terms and conditions of employment of their public employees as pro- 
vided in this act, and may enter into a memorandum of agreement with 
such employee organization. 


(c) When a question concerning the designation of an appropriate 
unit is raised by a public agency, employee organization, or employees, the 
public employee relations board, established pursuant to this act, shall, at 
the request of any of the parties, investigate such question and, after 
a hearing, rule on the definition of the appropriate unit. In defining. the 
unit, the board shall take into consideration, along. with other relevant 
factors, the principles of efficient administration of government, the exist- 
ence of a community of interest among employees, the history and extent 
of employee organization, geographical location, and :the recommendations 
of the parties involved. 


:. (d) Following investigation of a question concerning the representa- 
tion?of employees, the public employee relations board at the request. of 
any of the parties, shall examine such questions and certify to the parties 
in writing the name(s) of the representative(s) that has been designated. 
The filing of a petition for the investigation or certification of a representa- 
tive of employees by any of the parties shall constitute a question within 
the meaning of this section. In any such investigation, the board may 
provide for an appropriate hearing, shall determine voting eligibility, and 
shall take a secret ballot of employees in the appropriate unit involved to 
ascertain such representatives for the purpose of formal recognition. If 
the board has certified a formally recognized representative in an appro- 
priate unit, as provided in this section, it shall not be required to consider 
the matter again for a period of one (1) year, unless it appears that 
sufficient reason exists, The board may promulgate such rules and regula- 
tions as may be appropriate to carry out the provisions of subsections 
(c) and (d) of this section. 


Section 7. Rights accompanying formal recognition. 


(a) <A_ public employer shall extend to an employee organization 
certified or recognized formally, pursuant to this act, the right to repre- 
sent the employees of the appropriate unit involved in meet and confer 
proceedings and in the settlement of grievances and the right to unchal- 
lenged representation status, consistent with section 6(d), during the 
twelve (12) months following the date of certification or formal recog- 
nition. ) 
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(b) Representatives of formally recognized employee: organizations 
may -be given reasonable time off without loss of compensation during 
normal working hours to meet and confer with public employers on matters 
falling within the scope of discussions. . 


Section 8. Procedures for determining the recognition status of local 
employee organizations. 


(a) Every public agency, other than the state and its authorities 
acting through its governing body, may establish procedures, not inconsist- 
ent with the provisions of sections 6 and 7 of this act and after consulta- 
tion with interested employee organizations and employer representatives, 
to resolve disputes cencerning the recognition status of employee organ- 
izations composed of employees of such agency. 


(b) In the absence of such procedures, these disputes shall be’ sub- 
mitted to the wally eraployee relations board in accordance with section 
6“0f this act. © 


Section 9. Scope of Snernoratinn of agreements. The scope of a 
memorandum of agreement may extend to all matters relating to employ- 
ment conditions and employer-employee relations, including, but not lim- 
ited to, wages, hours, and other terms. and conditions of employment 
except, however, that the scope of a memorandum of agreement shall not 
include proposals relating to (i) any subject preempted. by -federal or 
state law or by municipal charter, (ii) public employee rights defined in 
section 4 of this act, (iii) public employer rights defined in section 5 of 
this act, or (iv) the authority and power of any civil service commission, 
personnel board, personnel agency or its agents established by constitutional 
provision, statute, charter or special act to conduct and grade merit exam- 
inations, and to rate candidates in the order of their relative excellence 
from which appointments or promotions may be made to positions in the 
competitive division of the classified service of the public employer served 
by such civil service commission or personnel board. A memorandum of 
agreement may contain a. grievance procedure culminating in advisory 
arbitration of unresolved grievances and disputed interpretations of such 
’ agreement. 


Section 10. Implementation of memoradana of agreement. If agree- 
ment is reached by the representative of the public employer and the 
recognized employee organization, they shall jointly prepare a memorandum 
of understanding and, within fourteen (14) days, present it to the govern- 
ing body for determination. The body as soon as practicable, shall con- 
sider the memorandum and take appropriate action. If a settlement is 
reached with an employee organization, the governing body or the repre- 
sentative of the public employer shall implement the settlement in the 
form of a law, ordinance, resolution, executive order, rule, or regulation, as 
the case may be. If the governing body or the designated representative 
rejects a proposed memorandum, the matter shall be returned to the par- 
ties for further deliberation. 


Section 11. Resolution of disputes arising in the course of discussions. 


(a) Public employers may include in memoranda of agreement con- 
cluded with formally. recognized or certified. employee organizations a 
provision setting forth the procedures to be invoked in the event of a 
disputes which reach an impasse in the course of meet and confer pro- 
ceedings. For purposes of this section, an impasse shall be deemed. to 
exist if the parties fail to achieve agreement at least sixty (60) days 
prior to the budget submission date of the public employer. In the absence 
or upon the failure of dispute resolution procedures contained in agree- 
ments resulting in an impasse, either party may request the assistance 
of the public employee relations board or the board may render such 
assistance on its own motion, as provided in subdivision (b) of this section. 


(b) On the request of either party, or upon the board’s own motion, 
p 
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if it determines an impasse exists in meet and confer proceedings between 
a public employer and formally recognized or certified employee organiza- 
tions, the board shall aid the parties in effecting a voluntary resolution 
of the dispute, and appoint a mediator or mediators, representive of the 
public, from a list of qualified persons maintained by the board. 


(c) If the impasse persists ten (10) days after the mediator(s) has 
been appointed, the board shall appoint a fact-finding board of not more 
than three (3) members, each representative of the public, from a list 
of qualified persons maintained by the board. The fact-finding board 
shall conduct a hearing, may administer oaths, and may request the board 
to issue subpoenas. 


It shall make written findings of facts and recommendations for reso- 
lution of the dispute and, not later than twenty (20) days from the day 
of appointment, shall serve such findings on the public employer and the 
recognized employee organization. If the dispute continues ten (10) days 
after the report is submitted to the parties, the report shall be made public. 


(d) If the parties have not resolved the impasse by the end of a forty 
(40) day period commencing with the date of appointment of the fact- 
finding board, (i) the representative of the public employer involved shall 
submit to the governing body or its duly authorized committee(s) a copy 
of the findings of fact and recommendations of the fact-finding board, 
together with his recommendations for settling the dispute; (ii) the 
employee organization may submit to the governing body or its duly 
authorized committee(s) its recommendations for settling the dispute; 
(iii) the governing body or such committee(s) shall forthwith conduct a 
hearing at which the parties shall be required to explain their positions 
with respect to the board; and (iv) thereafter, the governing body shall 
take such action as it deems to be in the public interest, including the 
interest of the public employees involved. 


(e) The costs for mediation services provided by the board shall be 
borne by the board. All other costs, including that of fact-finding services, 
shall be borne equally by the parties to a dispute. 


Section 12. Prohibited practices; evidence of bad faith. 


(a) Commission of a prohibited practice, as defined in this section, 
among other actions, shall constitute evidence of bad faith in meet and 
confer proceedings. 


(b) It shall be a prohibited practice for a public employer or its 
designated representative wilfully to: 


(i) interfere, restrain, or coerce public employees in the exercise of 
rights granted in Section 4 of this act; 


(ii) dominate, interfere, or assist in the formation, existence, or ad- 
ministration of any employee organization; 


(iii) encourage or discourage membership in any labor organization, 
employee agency, committee, association, or representation plan by dis- 
crimination in hiring, tenure, or other terms or conditions of employment. 


(iv) discharge or discriminate against an employee because he has 
filed any affidavit, petition, or complaint or given any information or 
testimony under this act, or because he has formed, joined, or chosen to 
be represented by any labor organization or employee organization. 


(v) refuse to meet and confer with representatives of recognized 
employee organizations as required in Section 6 of this act; 


(vi) deny the rights accompanying certification or formal recognition 
granted in Section 7 of this act; 
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(vii) blacklist any employee organization or its members for the 
purpose of denying them employment; 


(viii) avoid mediation and fact-finding endeavors as provided in Sec- 
tion 11 of this act; or 


(ix) to institute or attempt to institute a lockout. 


(c) It shall be a prohibited practice for public employees or employer 
organizations wilfully to: 


(i) interfere with, restrain, or coerce public employees in the exercise 
of rights granted in Section 4 of this act; 


(ii) interfere with, restrain, or coerce a public employer with respect 
to rights protected in Section 5 of this act or with respect to selecting a 
representative for the purposes of meeting and conferring on the adjust- 
ment of grievances; 


(iii) refuse to meet and confer with a public employer as required 
in Section 6 of this act; 


(iv) avoid mediation and fact-finding efforts as provided in Section 
11 of this act; or 


(v) engage in a strike. 


(d) In applying this section, fundamental distinctions between private 
and public employment shall be recognized, and no body of federal or state 
law applicable, wholly or in part to the private employment, shall be 
regarded as binding or controlling precedent. 


Section 13. Violations of prohibited practices. 


(a) Any controversy concerning prohibited practices may be submittea 
to the board. Proceedings against the party alleged to have committed a 
prohibited practice shall be commenced by service upon it by the board of 
a written notice, together with a copy of the charges. The accused party 
shall have seven (7) days within which to serve a written answer to such 
charges. The board’s hearing shall be held promptly thereafter and at 
such hearing, the parties shall be permitted to be represented by counsel 
and to summon witnesses in their behalf. The board may use its rule- 
making power, as provided in Section 3, to make any other procedural rules 
it deems necessary to carry on this function. 


(b) The board shall state its findings of facts upon all the testimony 
and shall either dismiss the complaint or determine that a _ prohibited 
practice has been or is being committed. If the board finds that the party 
accused has committed or is committing a prohibited practice, the board 
shall petition the district court to punish such violation, and shall file 
in the court the record in the proceedings. Any person aggrieved by a 
final order of the board granting or denying in whole or in part the 
relief sought may obtain a review of such order in the district court by 
filing a complaint praying that the order of the board be modified or set 
aside, with copy of the complaint filed on the board, and thereupon the 
aggrieved party shall file in the court the record in the proceedings, certi- 
fied by the board. Findings of the board as to the facts shall be con- 
clusive unless it is made to appear to the satisfaction of the district court 
that the findings of fact were not supported by substantial evidence. 


Section 14. Local public agency options. This act except for Sections 
2, 3(e) (iii), 4, 5, 6, 7, 12 and 13 shall be inapplicable to any public em- 
ployer, other than the state and its authorities, which, acting through its 
legislative body, has adopted by local law, ordinance, or resolution its 
own provisions and procedures which have been submitted to the board 
by such public employer and as to which there is in effect a determination 
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by the board that such provisions and procedures and the continuing im- 
plementation thereof’ do not derogate the rights granted under this act. 


Section 15. Severability. It is the intent of the legislative assembly 
that if a part of this act is invalid, all valid parts that are severable from 
the invalid part remain in effect. If a part of this act is invalid in one 
or more of its applications, the part remains in effect in all valid appli- 
cations that are severable from the invalid applications.”, and

Section 1. It is hereby declared as a matter of state policy that: 
(1) Sound urban development of this state is essential to this state; 


(2) Municipalities are created to provide the governmental services 
essential for sound urban development and for the: protection of health, 
safety and welfare in areas being intensively used: for residential, com- 
mercial, industrial, institutional and governmental purposes or in areas 
undergoing such development; 


(3) Municipal boundaries should be extended, in accordance with legis- 
lative standards applicable throughout the state, to include such areas and 
to provide the high quality of governmental services needed therein for the 
public health, safety, and welfare; 


(4) Areas annexed to municipalities in accordance with such uniform 
legislative standards should receive the services provided by the print ate 
municipality as soon as possible following annexation. 


Section 2. The following terms where used in this act shall have the 
following meanings, except where the context clearly indicates a different 
meaning: 


(1) “Contiguous area” shall mean any area which, at the time annexa- 
tion procedures are initiated, either abuts directly on the municipal bound- 
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ary or is separated from the municipal boundary by a street or street 
right-of-way, a creek or river, the right-of-way of a railroad or other 
public service corporation, lands owned by the city or some other political 
subdivision, or lands owned by the state. 


(2) “Used for residential purposes” shall mean any lot or tract five 
(5) acres or less in size on which is constructed a habitable dwelling unit. 


Section 3. The governing board of any municipality may extend the 
corporate limits of such municipality under the procedures set forth in this 
act. 


Section 4. A municipality exercising authority under this act shall 
make plans for the extension of services to the area proposed to be 
annexed and shall, prior to the public hearing provided for in section 7 
of this act, prepare a report setting forth such plans to provide services 
to such area. The report shall include: 


(1) A map or maps of the municipality and adjacent territory to 
show the following information: 


(i) The present and proposed boundaries of the municipality. 


(ii) The present streets, major trunk water mains, sewer inter- 
ceptors and outfalls and other utility lines, and the proposed extensions 
of such streets and utility lines as required in paragraph (3) of this section. 


(iii) The general land use pattern in the areas to be annexed and 
proposed and existing zoning where it is available. 


(2) <A statement setting forth the plans of the municipality for ex- 
tending to the area to be annexed each major municipal service performed 
within the municipality at the time of annexation. Specifically, such plans 
shall: 


(i) provide for extending police protection, fire protection, garbage 
collection, and streets and street maintenance services to the area to be 
annexed on the date of annexation on substantially the same basis and 
in the same manner as such services are provided within the rest of the 
municipality prior to annexation. 


(ii) Provide for extension of streets and of major trunk water mains, 
sewer outfall lines, and other utility services into the area to be annexed, 
so that when such streets and utility lines are constructed, property owners 
in the area to be annexed will be able to secure such services, according to 
the policies in effect in such municipality for extending such services to 
individual lots or subdivisions. 


(iii) If extension of streets and water, sewer or other utility lines 
into the area to be annexed is necessary, set forth a proposed timetable for 
construction of such streets and utility lines as soon as possible following 
the effective date of annexation. In any event, the plans shall call for 
contracts to be let and construction to begin within twenty-four (24) 
months following the effective date of annexation. 


(iv) Set forth the method under which the municipality plans to 
finance extension of services into the area to be annexed. 


Section 5. An area may be annexed if it meets the following con- 
ditions: 


(1) It must be adjacent or contiguous to the municipality’s bound- 
aries at the time the annexation proceeding is begun with at least one- 
eighth of the aggregate external boundaries of the area coinciding with 
the municipal boundary. 


(2) No part of the area shall be included within the pbonndeey of 
another incorporated municipality. 
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(3) Has a total resident population equal to at least two persons for 
each acre of land included within its boundaries; or has a total resident 
population equal to at least one person for each acre of land included 
within its boundaries, and is subdivided into lots and tracts such that at 
least sixty percent (60%) of the total acreage consists of lots and tracts 
five (5) acres or less in size. 


(4) Lies between the municipal boundary and an area developed for 
urban purposes so that the area developed for urban purposes is either not 
adjacent to the municipal boundary or cannot be served by the municipality 
without extending services and/or utility lines through such sparsely de- 
veloped area. 


Section 6. In fixing new municipal boundaries, a municipal govern- 
ing board shall, wherever practical, use natural topographic features, such 
as ridge lines and streams and creeks as boundaries, and if a street is 
used as a boundary, include within the municipality land on both sides of 
the street and such outside boundary may not extend more than two hun- 
dred (200) feet beyond the right-of-way of the street. 


Section 7. (a) Any municipal governing board desiring to annex 
territory under the provisions of this act shall first pass a resolution 
stating the intent of the municipality to consider annexation. Such resolu- 
tion shall describe the boundaries of the area under consideration and fix 
a date for a public hearing on the question of annexation, the date for 
such public hearing to be not less than thirty (30) days and not more than 
sixty (60) days following passage of the resolution. 


(b) The notice of public hearing shall: 
(1) Fix the date, hour and place of the public hearing; 
(2) Describe clearly the boundaries of the area under consideration; 


(3) State that the report required in section 4 of this act will be 
available at the office of the municipal official at least fourteen (14) days 
prior to the date of the public hearing. 


Such notice shall be given by publication in a newspaper having general 
circulation in the municipality once a week for at least four (4) successive 
weeks prior to the date of the hearing. The period from the date of the 
first publication to the date of the last publication, both dates inclusive, 
shall be not less than twenty-two (22) days including Sundays, and the 
date of the last publication shall be not more than seven (7) days preceding 
the date of public hearing. If there be no such newspaper, the municipality 
shall post the notice in at least five (5) public places within the municipality 
and at least five (5) public places in the area to be annexed for thirty (30) 
days prior to the date of public hearing. 


(c) At least fourteen (14) days before the date of the public hearing, 
the governing board shall approve the report provided for in section 4 
of this act, and shall make it available to the public at the office of the 
municipal official. In addition, the municipality may prepare a summary 
of the full report for public distribution. 


(d) At the public hearing, a representative of the municipality shall 
first make an explanation of the report required in section 4 of this act. 
Following such explanation. all persons resident or owning property in 
the territory described in the notice of public hearing, and all residents 
of the municipality, shall be given an equal opportunity to be heard. 


Section 8. The municipal governing board shall take into consideration 
facts presented at the public hearing and shall have authority to amend 
the report required by section 4 of this act, to make changes in the plans 
for serving the area proposed to be annexed so long as such changes meet 
the requirements of section 4. At any regular or special meeting held no 
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sooner than seven (7) days following the public hearing and no later than 
thirty (30) days following such public hearing, the governing board shall 
have authority to adopt an ordinance extending the corporate limits of 
the municipality to include all, or such part of the area described in the 
notice of public hearing, and which the governing board has concluded 
should be annexed. The ordinance shall: 


(1) Contain specific findings showing that the area to be annexed 
meets the requirements of this act. The external boundaries of the area 
to be annexed shall be described by metes and bounds. The governing 
board may refer to boundaries set forth on a map of the area and incor- 
porate same by reference as a part of the ordinance. 


(2) A statement of the intent of the municipality to provide services 
to the area being annexed including a method of financing as set forth 
in the report. If financing is required to pay for water, storm sewer, sani- 
tary sewer, streets, curbs, sidewalks or other municipal improvement prior 
to annexation, the area to be annexed must finance the construction of 
same through a municipal improvement program, and the area to be 
annexed must either vote for or petition for said improvement. 


(3) If the municipality cannot supply all the services or if the area 
to be annexed does not want or require all the services, namely, water, 
storm sewer, sanitary sewer, streets, curbs, sidewalks, it will require a 
petition of fifty-one percent (51%) to stop annexation, to be filed with 
the city clerk within the forty (40) days of the filing of the report for 
annexation as described under section 4. 


(4) Under no circumstances may the area to be annexed be annexed 
if the city is unable to provide them with adequate water and sewer, or 
if in providing them with water and sewer it should deny another portion 
or portions of the city water and sewer. 


(5) If improvements are required and if the municipalities annexing 
will not provide their installation at no cost to the area to be annexed, 
annexation may not take place until the day after the approval of a bond 
issue. The effective date of annexation may be fixed for any date within 
twenty-four (24) months from the date of passage of the ordinance. 


(6) No property within the territory so annexed shall ever be taxed 
to pay any portion of any indebtedness of such municipality prior to or 
existing at the date of such annexation. 


(7) From and after the effective date of the annexation ordinance, 
the territory and its citizens and property shall be subject to all laws, 
ordinances and regulations in force in such municipality and shall be en- 
titled to the same privileges and benefits as other parts of such municipal- 
ity. The newly annexed territory shall be subject to municipal taxes levied 
for the fiscal year following the effective date of annexation. 


(8) No lands used for agricultural purposes shall be taken within 
the corporate limits and taxed to any greater rate than other similar agri- 
cultural land without the municipality, so long as it is. ten (10) acres. 
or more in size and being used for agricultural purposes with one thousand 
dollars ($1,000) or more dollars income being derived from the sale of agyri- 
cultural products taken from it. 


(9) The municipality shall, for purposes of levying taxes for the 
fiscal year following the date of annexation, obtain from the county a 
record of property in the area being annexed. Taxation for the first year 
shall be prorated on a monthly basis from the date of annexation to the 
beginning of the municipality’s fiscal year. 


~ (10) Lands containing their own self contained fire services and 
sewage treatment facilities may not be annexed under this act. 
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Section 9. If a municipality is considering the annexation of two or 
more areas which are all adjacent to the municipal boundary but are not 
adjacent to one another, it may undertake simultaneous proceedings under 
authority of this act for the annexation of such areas. 


Section 10. If, not earlier than one (1) year from the effective date 
of annexation, and not later than twenty-four (24) months from the effec- 
tive date of annexation, any person owning property in the annexed terri- 
tory shall believe that the municipality has not followed through on its 
service plans, adopted under the provisions of this act, such person may 
apply for a writ of mandamus. Relief may be granted by the district 
court: 


(1) If the municipality has not provided the services set forth in its 
plan submitted under the provisions of this act in the same manner as 
such services were provided within the rest of the municipality prior to 
the effective date of annexation. 


(2) If at the time the writ is sought such services set forth in the 
plan submitted under the provisions of this act are still being provided on 
substantially the same basis and in the same manner as on the date of 
annexation of the municipality. 


(3) If the plans submitted under the provisions of this act require 
the construction of streets or utility services, and if contracts for such 
construction have not yet been Jet. 


(4) If a writ is issued, costs in the action, including a reasonable 
attorney’s fee for such aggrieved person, shall be charged to the municipality. 


Section 11. (a) Within thirty (30) days following the passage of an 
annexation ordinance under authority of this act, any person owning 
property in the annexed territory who shall believe that he will suffer 
material injury, by reason of the failure of the municipal governing board 
to comply with the procedure set forth in this act or to meet the require- 
ments set forth in this act as they apply to his property, may file a peti- 
tion in.the district court of the county in which the municipality is located, 
seeking. review of the action of the governing board. 


(b) Such petition shall explicitly state what exceptions are taken 
to the action of the governing board and what relief the petitioner seeks. 
Within five (5) days after the petition is filed with the court, the person 
seeking review shal]l serve copies of the petition by registered mail, re- 
turn receipt requested upon the municipality. 


(c) Within fifteen (15) days after receipt of the copy of the petition 
for review, or within such additional time as the court may allow, the 
municipality shall transmit to the reviewing court: 


(1) a transcript of the portions of the municipal journal or minute 
book in which the procedure for annexation has been set forth; and 


(2) a copy of the report setting forth the plans for extending serv- 
ices to the annexed area as required in this act. 


(d) If two or more petitions for review are submitted to the court, 
the court may consolidate all such petitions for review at a single hearing, 
and the municipality shall be reauired to submit only one set of minutes 
and one report as required in this act. 


(e) At any time before or during the review proceeding, any peti- 
tioner or petitioners may apply to the reviewing court for an order 
staying the operation of the annexation ordinance pending the outcome 
of the review. The court may grant or deny the stay in its discretion 
upon such terms as it deems proper, and it may permit annexation of any 
part of the area described in the ordinance concerning which no question 
for review has been raised. 
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(f) The court shall fix the date for review of annexation proceedings 
under this act, which review date shall preferably be within thirty (30) 
days following the last day for receiving petitions to the end that review 
shall be expeditious and without unnecessary delays. The review shall 
be conducted by the court without a jury. The court may hear oral argu- 
ments and receive written briefs, and may take evidence intended to 
show either: 


(1) that the statutory procedure was not followed; or 
(2) that the provisions of section 4 were not met; or 
(3) that the provisions of this act have not been met. 


(g) The court may affirm the action of the governing board without 
change, or it may: 


(1) Remand the ordinance to the municipal governing board for furth- 
er proceedings if procedural irregularities are found to have materially pre- 
judiced the substantive rights of any of the petitioners. 


(2) Remand the ordinance to the municipal governing board for 
amendment of the boundaries to conform to the provisions of this act 
if it finds that the provisions have not been met; but the court cannot 
remand the ordinance to the municipality, which was not included in the 
notice of public hearing and not provided for in plans for service. 


(3) Remand the report to the municipal governing board for amend- 
ment of the plans for providing services to the end that the provisions 
of this act are satisfied. If any municipality shall fail to take action in 
accordance with the court’s instructions upon remand within three (3) 
months from receipt of such instructions, the annexation proceeding shall 
be deemed null and void. 


(h) Any party to the review. proceedings, including the municipality, 
may appeal to the supreme court from the final judgment of the lower 
court under rules of procedure applicable in other civil cases. The appeal- 
ing party may apply to the lower court for a stay in its final determina- 
tion, or a stay of the annexation ordinance, whichever shall be appropriate, 
pending the outcome of the appeal to the higher court; provided, that the 
lower court may, with the agreement of the municipality, permit annexa- 
tion to be effective with respect to any part of the area concerning which 
no appeal is being made and which can be incorporated into the city 
without regard to any part of the area concerning which an appeal is 
being made. 


(i) If part or all of the area annexed under the terms of an annexa- 
tion ordinance is the subject of an appeal to the lower or higher court 
on the effective date of the ordinance, then the ordinance shall be deemed 
amended to make the effective date with respect to such area the date of 
the final judgment of the lower or higher court, whichever is appropriate, 
or the date the municipal governing board completes the action to make 
the ordinance conform to the court’s instructions in the event of remand. 


Section 12. Whenever the limits of a municipality are enlarged in 
accordance with the provisions of this act, it shall be the duty of the 
mayor (or other appropriate official) of the municipality to cause an 
accurate map of such annexed territory, together with a copy of the 
ordinance duly certified, to be recorded in the office of the county official 
of the county or counties in which such territory is situated and in the 
office of the secretary of state or other appropriate state official. 


Section 13. Municipalities initiating annexations under the provisions 
of this act are authorized to make expenditures for surveys required to 
describe the property under consideration, or for any other purpose neces- 
sary to plan for the study and/or annexation of unincorporated territory 
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adjacent to the municipality. In addition, following final passage of the 
annexation ordinance, the annexing municipality shall have authority to 
proceed with expenditures for construction of streets, utility lines and 
other capital facilities and for any other purpose calculated to bring serv- 
ices into the annexed area in a more effective and expeditious manner 
prior to the effective date of annexation. 


Section 14. In determining population and degree of land subdivision 
for purposes of meeting the requirements of this act, the municipality 
shall use methods calculated to provide reasonably accurate results. In 
determining whether the standards of this act have been met or appear 
to the district court under this act, the reviewing court shall accept the 
estimates of the municipality: 


(1) As to population, if the estimate is based on the number of dwell- 
ing units in the area, multiplied by the average family size in such area 
or in the township or townships of which such area is a part, as determined 
by the last preceding federal decennial census; or if it is based on a new 
enumeration carried out under reasonable rules and regulations by the 
annexing municipality; but the court shall not accept such estimates if 
the petitioners demonstrate that such estimates are in error in the amount 
of ten percent (10%) or more. 


(2) As to total area if the estimate is based on an actual survey, or 
on county tax maps or records, or on aerial photographs, or on some 
other reasonably reliable map used for official purposes by a governmental 
agency, unless the petitioners on appeal demonstrate that such estimates are 
in error in the amount of five percent (5%) or more. 


(3) <As to degree of land subdivision, if the estimates are based on 
an actual survey, or on county tax maps or records, or on aerial photo- 
graphs, or on some other reasonably reliable source, unless the petitioners 
on appeal show that such estimates are in error in the amount of five per- 
cent (5%) or more. 


Section 15. It is the intent of the legislative assembly that if a part 
of this act is invalid, all valid parts that are severable from the invalid 
part remain in effect. If a part of this act is invalid in one or more of 
its applications, the part remains in effect in all valid applications that 
are severable from the invalid applications. 


Section 16. This act is effective on its passage and approval. 
Reported without recommendation.

“Section 1. The purposes of this act shall be to establish minimum 
standards for employment for law enforcement officers and their equip- 
ment, procedures and training, all in the interest of the public safety and 
welfare. 


Section 2. The attorney general shall appoint a law enforcement 
standards advisory council to consist of no more than fifteen (15) members 
with whom he shall consult concerning the administration and purposes of 
this act. Members of this council shal! include but not be limited to the 
following: (a) an incumbent chief of police recommended by the Montana 
chief of police association, (b) an incumbent sheriff recommended by the 
Montana sheriffs and peace officers association, (c) a deputy sheriff recom- 
mended by the Montana sheriffs-and peace officers association, (d) a police 
officer recommended by the Montana police protective association, (e) a 
member to be recommended by the supervisor of the Montana highway 
poled (f) a member to be recommended by the state fish and game 

irector. 


; Such council members shall serve at the pleasure of the attorney 
general. 


. Section 3. For the purposes of this act the term “law enforcement 
officer” shall mean the undersheriffs and deputy sheriffs of each county, 
the members of the police force of every city or town, the marshals of 
every town, state highway patrolmen, state fish and game wardens and 
all persons employed to police and enforce the law on the campuses of the 
public and private colleges and universities located in this state. 


Section 4. The council shall meet at least four (4) times each year. 
At the first meeting of the council, it shall elect a chairman. Special 
meetings may be called by the chairman and shall be called by him at the 
request of the attorney general, or upon the written request of a ma- 
jority. of the members of the council. The council may establish its own 
requirements as to quorum, and its own procedures with respect to the 
conduct of its meetings and other affairs; provided, that all recommenda- 
tions by the council to the attorney general pursuant to section 7 of this 
act shall require the affirmative vote of a majority of the members of the 
council. 


Section 5. The members of the council shall receive no compensation 
for their services but shall be allowed their actual and necessary expenses 
incurred in the performance of their duties. 


Section 6. Membership on the ccuncil does not constitute the holding 
of public office, and members of the council shall not be required to take 
and file oaths of office before serving on the council. The council shall 
not exercise any part of the sovereign power of the state. 
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No member of the council shall be disqualified from holding any 
public office or employment, nor shall he forfeit any such office or em- 
ployment by reason of his appointment to the council, notwithstanding any 
general, special, or local law, ordinance or city charter to the contrary. 


Section 7. The Montana Law Enforcement Standards Advisory Coun- 
cil shall recommend to the attorney general rules and regulations with 
respect to: 


(1) Minimum standards of physical, educational, mental and moral 
fitness which shall govern the recruitment, selection and appointment of 
law enforcement officers. 


(2) The approval, or revocation of approval, of law enforcement 
training schools administered by the state, county, municipal corporations, 
public school districts, vocational-technical schoo] districts, and law en- 
forcement zone schools. 


(3) Minimum courses of study, attendance requirements, and equip- 
ment and facilities to be required at approved schools. 


(4) Minimum qualifications for instructors at the approved schools. 


(5) The requirements of minimum basic training which law enforce- 
ment officers appointed to probationary terms shall complete before being 
eligible for permanent appointment, and the time within which such basic 
training must be completed following such appointment to a probationary 
term. 


(6) The requirements of minimum basic training which law enforce- 
ment officers not appointed for probationary terms but appointed on other 
than a permanent basis shall complete in order to be eligible for continued 
employment or permanent appointment, and the time within which such 
basic training must be completed following such appointment on a non- 
permanent basis. 


(7) Categories or classifications of advanced in-service training pro- 
grams and minimum courses of study and attendance requirements with 
respect to such categories or classifications. 


(8) Minimum standards for equipment, weaponry, vehicles, gear and 
other accessories purchased or used by law enforcement agencies. 


(9) Minimum standards for record keeping and procedures. 


Section 8. The attorney general, after consultation with the council, 
shall appoint an executive director who shall hold office at the pleasure 
of the attorney general. He shall perform such duties as may be assigned 
to him by the attorney general. The council may recommend to the at- 
torney general that the executive director be assigned certain duties. speci- 
fied by the council. He shall receive compensation as fixed by the attorney 
general and reimbursement for expenses within the amounts available 
by appropriation. The executive director may, with the approval of the 
attorney general, appoint such officers, employees, agents and consultants 
as he may consider necessary, prescribe their duties, fix their compen- 
sation, and provide for reimbursement of their expenses within the amounts 
available therefor by appropriation. 


Section 9. The council may in its discretion: 


(1) Recommend studies, surveys, and reports to be made by the 
executive director regarding the carrying out of the objectives and pur- 
poses of this act; 


(2) Visit and inspect any law enforcement training school approved 
by the executive director or for which application for such approval has 
been made; 
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(3) Make recommendations to the executive director, attorney general 
and the legislative assembly regarding carrying out of the purposes of 
this act; 


(4) Perform such other acts as may be necessary or appropriate to 
carry out the powers and duties of the council as set forth in this act. 


Section 10. The attorney general is hereby authorized to adopt and 
promulgate any or all of the rules and regulations recommended by the 
Montana Law Enforcement Standards Advisory Council to the attorney 
general pursuant to Section 7 of this act, and to revise or amend such 
recommended rules and regulations or to add new rules and regulations 
thereto. When the attorney general promulgates any rules or regulations, 
he shall transmit a certified copy thereof to the Secretary of State. 


Section 11. The executive director shall have the following duties, to 
be exercised as directed by the attorney general: 


(1) To approve law enforcement officer training schools administered 
by state, county, municipal corporations, public school districts, vocational- 
technical school districts, private institutions and law enforcement zone 
schools, hereinafter referred to as “law enforcement schools”; 


(2) To certify, as qualified, instructors at approved law enforcement 
officer training schools and to issue appropriate certificates to such 
instructors. 


(3) To certify law enforcement officers who have satisfactorily com- 
pleted basic training programs, and to issue appropriate certificates to 
such law enforcement officers; 


(4) To cause studies and surveys to be made relating to the establish- 
ment, operation, and approval of law enforcement schools; 


(5) To consult and cooperate with law enforcement schools for the 
development of advanced in-service training programs for law enforcement 
officers; 


(6) To consult and cooperate with universities, colleges, and institutes 
for the development of specialized courses of study in the state for law 
enforcement officers in police science and police administration; 


(7) To consult and cooperate with other departments and agencies of 
the state and federal government concerned with law enforcement officer 
training; 


(8) To perform such other acts as may be necessary or appropriate to

“Section 1. (1) Definitions. 


(a) The term “person” includes an individual, business association, 
partnership, corporation, or other legal entity, and an individual acting or 
purporting to act for or on behalf of any government or subdivision thereof. 


(b) “Instrument” means any device designed or used for acoustical 
detection, including but not limited to: wire-tapping. equipment, micro- 
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phones, detectaphones, ‘spike mikes,’ ‘dictaphones,’ radio transmitters and 
recorders. But it does not mean hearing aids and similar devices used by 
persons afflicted with impaired hearing, for the purpose of overcoming 
the impairment to permit the hearing of sounds ordinarily audible to 
the human ear; nor does it mean any telephone or telegraph instrument, 
equipment, or facility, or any component thereof, (i) furnished to the 
subscriber or user by a communications common carrier in the ordinary 
‘course of its business and being used by the subscriber or user in the 
ordinary course of its business; or (ii) being used by a communication 
‘common carrier in the ordinary course of its business, or by a law en- 
forcement officer in the ordinary course of his duties. 


(c) The term “aggrieved person” means a person who was a party to 
any intercepted wire or oral communication or a person against whom the 
interception was directed. 


(2) A person commits the offense of violating the privacy of com- 
munications if he knowingly or purposely: 


(a) Communicates with a person, anonymously or otherwise, by tele- 
phone, or by telegraph, mail or any other form of written communication, 
and using profane language, suggesting any lewd and lascivious act, 
threatening damage to property or injury to persons, or making false 
‘statements concerning bodily harm or offensive conduct of the person 
communicated with or any member of his family; or 


(b) Makes a telephone call, whether or not a conversation ensues, 
with no purpose of legitimate conversation; or 


(c) Being entrusted as an employee of a telephone or telegraph com- 
pany with the transmission or delivery of a telephone or telegraphic 
message, discloses the contents or meaning thereof to a person other than 
the intended receiver, or fails to deliver such message; or 


(d) Opens any sealed letter, telegraph, or package addressed to an- 
other without the consent of either the sender or addressee or publishes 
the content thereof, knowing it to have been opened without the owner’s 
consent; or — 


(e) Surreptitiously overhears, amplifies or records a private conver- 
sation by means of an instrument while not present during such conver- 
sation; or 


(f) Overhears, amplifies or records a telephone, telegraph or other 
wire communication by means of an instrument while not being a sender 
or receiver of such communication; 


(g) A person convicted of the offense of violating the privacy of 
communications shall be fined not to exceed five hundred dollars ($500) 
or be imprisoned in the county jail for a term not to exceed six (6) months, 
or both. 


(4) Violating the privacy of communications is not an offense under 
subparagraph (2) (e) or (f) if: 


(a) The consent of one party to the conversation is obtained; or 
(b) Conducted in a public institution, jail or prison; or 


(c) An operator of a switchboard, or an officer, agent, or employee 
of a communication common carrier, whose facilities are used in the 
transmission of a wire communication, intercepts, discloses, or uses that 
communication, in the normal course of his employment while engaged 
in any activity which is a necessary incident to the rendering of his serv- 
ice or to the protection of the rights or property of the carrier of such 
communication, or to provide information, facilities, or technical assistance 
to an investigative or law enforcement officer who, under this section, is 
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authorized to intercept a wire or oral communication, but no communica- 
tion common carrier shall utilize service observing or random monitoring 
xcept for mechanical or service quality control checks; or 


(d) A justice of the supreme court or judge of a district court issues 
an order directed to law enforcement officers made upon application by the 
attorney general or a county attorney upon a showing that: 


(i) There are reasonable grounds to believe that an offense involving 
a risk of serious bodily harm, bribery, extortion, influencing, threatening 
or injuring a public officer, juror or witness or illegal sale of dangerous 
drugs and punishable by imprisonment for more than one (1) year in 
the state prison has been committed; and 


(ii) There are reasonable grounds to believe that evidence will be 
obtained essential to the solution of such offense or which may enable 
the prevention of such offense; and 


(iii) There are no other means reasonably available for obtaining 
such information. 


(5) Procedure for interception of wire or oral communications. 


(a) Each application for an order authorizing or approving the inter- 
ception of a wire or oral communication shall be made in writing upon 
oath or affirmation to a judge of the district court or a justice of the 
supreme court. Each application shall include the following information: 


(i) The identity of the investigative or law enforcement officer mak- 
ing the application; 


(ii) A full and complete statement of the facts and circumstances 
relied upon by the applicant, to justify his belief that an order should be 
issued, including (1) details as to the particular offense that has been, 
is being, or is about to be committed, (2) a particular description of the 
nature and location of the facilities from which or the place where the 
communication is to be intercepted, (8) a particular description of the 
type of communication sought to be intercepted, (4) the identity of the 
person, if known, committing the offense and whose communications are 
to be intercepted; 


(iit) A full and complete statement as to whether other investigative 
procedures have been tried and failed or why they reasonably appear to be 
unlikely to succeed if tried or to be too dangerous; 


(iv) A statement of the period of time for which the interception is 
required to be maintained. If the nature of the investigation is such that 
the authorization for interception should not automatically terminate when 
the described type of communication has been first obtained, a particular 
description of facts establishing probable cause to believe that additional 
communications of the same type will occur thereafter; 


_(v) A full and complete statement of the facts concerning all previous 
applications, known to the individual making the application, made to any 
judge for authorizations involving any of the same persons, facilities or 
places specified in the application, and the action taken by the judge on 
each such application; and 


(vi) Where the application is for the extension of an order, a state- 
ment setting forth the results thus far obtained from the interceptions, or 
a reasonable explanation of the failure to obtain such results. 


(b) The judge may require the applicant to furnish additional testi- 
mony or documentary evidence in support of the application. 


(c) Upon such application the judge may enter an ex parte order, as 
requested or as modified, authorizing interception of wire or -oral com- 
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munications within the territorial jurisdiction of the court in which the judge 
is sitting if the judge determines on the basis of the facts submitted by 
the applicant that: 


(i) There is a probable cause for belief that an individual is com- 
mitting, has committed, or is about to commit a partcular offense enumer- 
ated in (4) (c) (i) of this section; 


(ii) There is probable cause for belief that particular communications 
concerning that offense will be obtained through such interception; 


(iii) Normal investigative procedures have been tried and have failed 
or reasonably appear to be unlikely to succeed if tried or to be too danger- 
ous; 


(iv) There is probable cause for belief that the facilities from which, 
or the place where, the wire or oral communications are to be intercepted 
are being used, or are about to be used, in connection with the commis- 
sion of such offense. 


(d) Each order authorizing the interception of any wire or oral com- 
mnication shall specify: 


{i) The identity of the person, if known, whose communications are 
to be intercepted; 


(ii) The nature and: location of the communications facilities as to 
‘which, or the place where, authority to intercept is granted; 


Gii) A particular description of the type of communication sought to 
be intercepted, and a statement of the particular offense to which it re- 
lated; 


(iv) The identity of the agency authorized to intercept the communi- 
ations, and of the judge authorizing the application; and 


(v) The period of time during which such interception is authorized, 
including a statement as to whether or not the interception shall auto- 
matically terminate when the described communication has been first 
obtained. 


(e) An order authorizing the interception of a wire or oral com- 
munication shall, upon request of the applicant, direct that a communica- 
tion common carrier, landlord, custodian, or other person shall furnish 
the applicant forthwith all information, facilities, or technical assistance 
necessary to accomplish the interception unobtrusvely and with a mini- 
mum of interference with the services that such carrier, landlord, custo- 
dian, or person is according the person whose communications are to be 
intercepted. Any communication common carrier, landlord, custodian, 
or other person furnishing such facilities or technical assistance shall be 
compensated therefor by the applicant at the prevailing rates. 


(f) No order entered under this section may authorize or approve the 
interception of any wire or oral communication for any period longer than 
is necessary to achieve the objective of the authorization, nor in any event 
longer than thirty (30) days. Extensions may be granted, but only upon 
application for an extension made in accordance with subsection 5(a) of 
this section and the court making the findings required by subsection 
5(c) of this section. The period of extension shall be no longer than the 
authorizing judge deems necessary to achieve the purposes for which it 
was granted and in no event for longer than thirty (30) days. Every 
order and extension thereof shall contain a provision that the authorization 
to intercept shall be executed: as soon as practicable, shall be conducted 
in such a way as to minimize the interception of communications not 
otherwise subject to interception under this section, and must terminate 
upon attainment of the authorized objective, or in any event in thirty (380) 
days. 
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(¢g) Whenever an order authorizing interception is entered pursuant 
to this section, the order may require reports to be made to the judge 
who issued the order showing what progress has been made toward achieve- 
ment of the authorized objective and the need for continued interception. 
Such reports shall be made at such intervals as the judge may require. 


(h) The contents of any wire or oral communication intercepted by 
any means authorized by this section shall, if possible, be recorded on 
tape or wire or other comparable device. The recording of the contents 
of anv wire or oral communication under this subsection shall be done 
in such way as will protect the recording from editing or other alterations. 
Immediately upon the expiration of the period of the order, or extension 
thereof, such recordings shall be made available to the judge issuing such 
order and sealed under his directions. Custody of the recordings shall be 
wherever the judge orders. They shall not be destroyed except upon an 
order of the issuing judge and in any event shall be kept for ten years. 
Duplicate recordings may be made. 


(i) Applications made and orders granted under this section shall be 
sealed by the judge. Custody of the applications and orders shall be 
wherever the judge directs. Such applications and orders shall be dis- 
closed only upon a showing of good cause before a judge of competent 
jurisdiction and shall not be destroyed except on order of the issuing 
judge, and in any event shall be kept for ten (10) years. 


(j) Any violation of the provisions of this subsection may be pun- 
ished as contempt of court by the issuing judge. 


(k) Within a reasonable time but not later than ninety (90) days 
after the termination of the period of an order or extension thereof, the 
issuing judge shall cause to be served, on the persons named in the order 
or the application, and such othei parties to intercepted communications 
as the judge may determine in his discretion that is in the interest of 
justice, an inventory which shall include notice of: 


(i) The fact of the entry of the order or the application; 


(ii) The date of the entry and the period of authorized interception; 
and 


(iii) The fact that during the period wire or oral communications 
were or were not intercepted. 


(1) The judge, upon the filing of a motion, shall make available to 
such person or his counsel for inspection those portions of the intercepted 
communications, applications and order as relate to or might affect such 
person. 


(m) The contents of any intercepted wire or oral communications or 
evidence derived therefrom shall not be received in evidence or otherwise 
disclosed in any trial, hearing, or other court proceedings unless each 
party. not less than ten days before the trial, hearing, or proceeding, has 
been furnished with a copy of the court order, and accompanying appli- 
cations, under which the interception was authorized or approved. 


(n) Any aggrieved person in any trial, hearing, or proceeding in or 
before any court of this state may move to suppress the contents of any 
intercepted wire or oral communication, or evidence derived therefrom 
on the grounds that: 


(i) The communication was unlawfully intercepted; 


(ii) The order of authorization under which it was intercepted is 
insufficient on its face; or 


(iii) The interception was not made in conformity with the order of 
authorization. 
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(o) Such motion shall be made before the trial, hearing, or proceeding 
unless there was no opportunity to make such motion or the person was 
not aware of the grounds of the motion. If the motion is granted, the 
contents of the intercepted wire or oral communication, or evidence de- 
rived therefrom, shall be treated as having been obtained in violation of 
this section. The judge, upon the filing of such motion by the aggrieved 
person, shall make available to the aggrieved person or his counsel for 
inspection the intercepted communication or evidence derived therefrom. 


(6) Except as proof in a prosecution for violation of this section, 
no evidence obtained in violation of this section shall be admissible in any 
judicial, administrative, legislative or other proceedings. 


(7) Activity otherwise authorized under subparagraph (4) shall be 
prohibited by law enforcement officers or other public agents on a person 
in custody or on the premises of a public institution when the conversation 
is with his attorney, religious advisor, or licensed physician. 


(8) A person who has in his possession any instrument or equipment. 
under circumstances evincing the purpose to use or employ or allow the 
same to be used or employed for unlawful purposes under this section, or 
knowing the same to be so used, shall be fined not more than five hundred 
dollars ($100) or be imprisoned for not more than six (6) months, or both; 
except it shall not be unlawful for: 


(a) A communication common carrier or an officer, agent, or employee 
of, or a person under contract with a communication common carrier, in 
the usual course of the communication common ecarrier’s business; or 


(b) A person under contract with the government of the United States, 
a state or a political subdivision thereof, or the State of Montana, or an 
officer, agent, or employee of the government of the United States, a state 
or political subdivision thereof, or the State of Montana, to possess any 
instrument while acting in furtherance of the appropriate activities of the 
United States, a state or political subdivision thereof, the State of Mon- 
tana or a communication common carrier. 


(9) Any instrument or equipment manufactured, assembled, sold or 
possessed in violation of this section may be seized and forfeited to the 
State of Montana after notice, hearing, and judicial determination. 


(10) (a) Any law enforcement officer who, by any authorized means 
and in conformity with this section, has obtained knowledge of the con- 
tents of any wire or oral communication, or evidence derived therefrom, 
may disclose or use such contents or evidence to the extent that such dis- 
closure or use is appropriate to the proper performance of his official 
duties. 


(b) Any person who, by any authorized means and in conformity with 
this section has obtained knowledge of the contents of any wire or oral 
communication intercepted in accordance with this section, or other lawful 
authority, or evidence derived therefrom, may disclose the contents of such 
communication or evidence while giving testimony under oath or affirma- 
tion in any criminal trial, hearing, or proceeding before any grand jury 
or court. 


(c) The contents of any wire or oral communication intercepted in 
conformity with this section or evidence derived therefrom, may otherwise 
be disclosed or used only by court order upon a showing of good cause. 


(11) (a) Within thirty (30) days after the expiration of an order or 
an extension under subsection 5, the issuing or denying: court shall report 
to the chief justice of the Montana Supreme Court: 


(i) That an order or extension was applied for; 


(ii) The kind of order or extension applied for; 
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(iii) If the order or extension was granted as applied for, was modi- 
fied, or was denied; 


(iv) The period of the interceptions authorized by the order, and the 
number and duration of any extensions of the order; 


(v) The offense specified in the order or application, or extension 
of an order; 


(vi) The identity of the applying law enforcement officer, the agency 
making the application, and the person authorizing the application; and 


(vii) The character and location of the facilities from which and the 
place where communications were (and were to be) intercepted. 


(b) In January of each year the Montana attorney general shall re- 
port to the chief justice of the Montana Supreme Court: 


(i) The information required by (i) through (vii) of paragraph (a) 
of this subsection with respect to each application for an order or exten- 
sion made during the immediately preceding calendar year; 


(ii) A general description of the interceptions made under such order 
or extension, including: 


(A) The approximate character and frequency of incriminating com- 
munications intercepted; 


(B) The approximate character and frequency of other communications 
intercepted; 


(C) The approximate number of persons whose communications were 
intercepted; and 


(D) The approximate character, amount, and cost of the manpower 
and other resources used in the interceptions; 


(iii) The number of arrests resulting from intreceptions made under 
such order or extension; 


(iv) The offenses for which the arrests were made; 
(v) The number of trials resulting from such interceptions; 


(vi) The number of motions to suppress made with respect to such 
interceptions; 


(vii) The number of motions to suppress granted or denied; 

(viii) The number of convictions resulting from such interceptions; 
(ix) The offenses for which the convictions were obtained; 

(x) A general assessment of the importance of the interceptions; and 


(xi) For purposes of comparison, the information required by para- 
graphs (ii) through (x) of this paragraph with respect to orders and ex- 
tensions obtained in other preceding calendar years. 


(c) Reports made pursuant to the section shall be made in accordance 
with regulations prescribed by the director of the administration office of 
the United States courts under Section 2519(3) of Title 18, United States 
Code. 


(12) (a) Subsections 2, 3, 6, 7, and 8 of this section shall be construed 
to supplement, and not to supersede or otherwise limit, the provisions of 
Chapter 119 of Title 18, United States Code (relating to wire interceptoin 
and interception of oral communications). 
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(b) Subsections 4 and 5 of this section shall be construed not to super- 
sede or otherwise limit the provisions of Chapter 119 of Title 18, United 
States Code, except in cases of irreconcilable conflict. 


Section 2. It is the intent of the legislative assembly that if a part of 
this act is invalid, all valid parts that are severable from the invalid part 
remain in effect. If a part of this act is invalid in one or more of its 
applications, the part remains in effect in all valid applications that are 
severable from the invalid applications. 


Section 3. This act is effective on its passage and approval. 


Section 4. Sections 94-3208, 94-3320, 94-3321, 94-3328, 94-35-220, 
94-35-274, and 94-35-275, R.C.M., 1947, are repealed.” 


And, as so amended, do pass.

Gentlemen: 


The final disposition of the proposed two per cent retail sales tax 
measure in the House of Representatives appears to me to have cleared the 
way for the 42nd Legislature to come to an early agreement on some form 
of equitable taxation to finance the needs of state government in the next 
biennium. 


In my discussions with you and other leaders of both parties, it is 
apparent that my tax reform proposal—to eliminate the federal tax paid 
as a deduction on state taxes and to provide a $20 tax credit in place of 
the $600 dependent deduction—will not meet with favorable action in the 
House of Representatives. While I regret there has not been more positive 
response to this program, I do not propose to remain adamant in my 
recommendation. 


It is my understanding that the Ways and Means Committee of the 
House of Representatives has before it revenue measures which can pro- 
vide the Legislature with the means to finance government services ade- 
quately for the next two years. 


I would hope that the leaders and the members of the majority and 
minority in the House of Representatives would resolve—now—to begin 
work on those revenue measures in order that the Senate may have ade- 
quate time to consider the legislation and that your obligation can be 
discharged by the 60th Legislative Day. Delay will only force the 42nd 
Assembly into an extraordinary session at considerable cost to the tax- 
payers. 


I want you to know I am available, at any time, to discuss all im- 
portant legislative matters with you. 


I trust you will recognize that this letter is intended to effect a spirit 
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of cooperation and trust, not only between the executive and legislative 
branches of government, but between the members of both political parties.

REPORTS OF STANDING COMMITTEES 
February 9, 1971 


Mr. Speaker: We, your Committee on Environment and Resources, 
having had under consideration House Bill No. 248, respectfully report as 
follows: That House Bill No. 248 be amended 


Lundgren moved that the House suspend its Rules and consider the 
amendments read in full. Motion carried. 


Amend lines 4 through 11 of the Title by striking all material con- 
tained in said lines and inserting in lieu thereof the following language: 


“A bill for an act entitled: ‘An act requiring the licensing of persons 
engaged in mining exploration and related activities; requiring permits 
for the conduct of development, mining and related activities; providing 
for the reclamation of explored, developed, and mined land; providing for 
the administration and enforcement of said act by the Water Resources 
Board; and providing for an appeal procedure.’ ”, and 


Be further amended on page 1, line 15 and through and including 
page 21, line 25 by striking all material contained in said lines and in- 
serting in lieu thereof the following material: 


Section 1. The extraction of mineral by mining is a basic and essential 
activity making an important contribution to the economy of the state and 
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the nation. At the same time, proper reclamation of mined land and former 
exploration areas not brought to mining stage is necessary to prevent un- 
desirable land and surface water conditions detrimental to the general 
welfare, health, safety ecology, and property rights of the citizens of the 
state. Mining and exploration for minerals takes place in diverse areas 
where geological, topographical, climatic, biological and sociological con- 
ditions are significantly different, and reclamation specifications must 
vary accordingly. It is not practical to extract minerals or explore for 
minerals required by our society without disturbing the surface or sub- 
surface of the earth and without producing waste materials, and the very 
character of many types of mining operations precludes complete restora- 
tion of the land to its original condition. The legislature finds that land 
reclamation as provided in this act will allow exploration for and mining 


of valuable minerals while adequately providing for the subsequent benefi- | 


cial use of the lands to be reclaimed. 


Section 2. The purposes of this act are to provide: (i) that the useful- 
ness, productivity and scenic values of all lands and surface waters in- 
volved in mining and mining exploration within the boundaries and lawful 
jurisdiction of the state will receive the greatest reasonable degree of 
protection and reclamation to beneficial use; (ii) authority for cooperation 
between private and governmental entities in carrying this act into effect; 
(iii) for the recognition of the recreational and aesthetic values of land 
as a benefit to the State of Montana; and (iv) priorities and values to the 
aethetics of our landscape, waters and ground cover. Although both the 
need for and practicability of reclamation will control the type and degree 
of reclamation in any specific instance, the basic objective will be to 
establish, on a continuing basis, the vegetative cover, soil stability, water 
condition and safety condition appropriate to any proposed subsequent 
use of the area. 


Section 3. As used in this act, unless the context indicates otherwise: 
(1) “Surface mining” shall mean and include all or any part of the process 
involved in mining of minerals by removing the overburden and mining 
directly from the mineral deposits thereby exposed, including, but not 
limited to, open-pit mining of minerals natuarally exposed at the surface 
of the earth, mining by the auger method, and any and all similar methods 
by which earth or minerals exposed at ‘the surface are removed in the 
course of mining. Surface mining shall not include the extraction of oil, 
gas, bentonite, clay, coal, sand, gravel, phosphate rock, or uranium nor 
excavation or grading conducted for on-site farming, on-site road con- 
struction, or other on-site building construction. 


(2) “Unit of surface mined area” shall mean and include that area of 
land and surface water included within an operating permit actually dis- 
turbed by surface mining during each twelve-month period of time, be- 
ginning at the date of the issuance of the permit, and shall comprise and 
include the area from which overburden and/or minerals have been re- 
moved, the area covered by mining debris, and all additional areas used 
in surface mining or underground mining operations which, by virtue of 
such use, are thereafter susceptible to erosion in excess of the surrounding 
undisturbed portions of land. 


(3) “Disturbed land” shall mean and include that area of land or 
surface water disturbed, beginning at the date of the issuance of the per- 
mit, and shall comprise that area from which the overburden, and/or 
minerals have been removed; tailings ponds, waste dumps, roads, conveyor 
systems, leach dumps, and all similar excavations or covering resulting 
from said operation and which has not been previously reclaimed under 
the reclamation plan. 


(4) “Abandonment of surface or underground mining” may be pre- 
sumed when it is shown that continued operation will not resume. 


(5) “Underground mining” shall mean and include all methods of 
mining other than surface mining. 
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(6) “Person” shall mean and include any person, corporation, firm, 
‘association, partnership or other legal entity engaged in exploration for 
or development or mining of minerals on or below the surface of the earth. 


(7) “Mineral” shall mean and include any ore, rock or substance, other 
than oil, gas, bentonite, clay, coal, sand, gravel, phosphate rock or uranium, 
taken from below the surface or from the surface of the earth for the 
purpose of milling, concentration, refinement, smelting, manufacturing, or 
other subsequent use or processing or for stockpiling for future usage, 
refinement or smelting. 


(8) “Exploration” shall mean and include all activities conducted on 
or beneath the surface of lands resulting in material disturbance of the 
surface for the purpose of determining the presence, location, extent, depth, 
grade, and economic viability of mineralization in those lands, if any, 
other than mining for production and economic exploitation, as well as 
all roads made for the purpose of facilitating exploration. 


(9) “Development” shall mean and include all operations between ex- 
ploration and mining. 


(10) “Mining” shall be deemed to have commenced at such time as 
the operator shall first mine ores or minerals in commercial quantities for 
sale, beneficiation, refining, or other processing or disposition or shall first 
take bulk samples for matallurgical testing in excess of aggregate of 
ten thousand (10,000) short tons. 


(11) “Reclamation plan” shall mean and include the operator’s written 
proposal, as required and approved by the board for reclamation of the land 
that will be disturbed, which proposal shall include to the extent practical 
at the time of application for a developing or operating permit: (a) a 
statement of the proposed subsequent use of the land after reclamation; 


(b) Plans for surface gradient restoration to a surface suitable for 
the proposed subsequent use of the land after reclamation is completed, 
and proposed method of accomplishment; 


(c) Manner and type of revegetation or other surface treatment of 
disturbed areas; 


(d) Procedures proposed to avoid foreseeable situations of public 
nuisance, endangerment of public safety, damage to human life or prop- 
erty, or unnecessary damage to flora and fauna in or adjacent to the area; 


(e) Method of disposal of mining debris; 


(f) Method of diverting surface waters around the disturbed areas 
where necessary to prevent pollution of such waters or unnecessary erosion; 


(g) Method of reclamation of stream channels and stream banks to 
control erosion, siltation, and pollution; 


(h) Such maps and other supporting documents as may be reasonably 
required by the director; 


(i) A time schedule for reclamation that meets the requirements of 
Section 9 of this act. 


(12) “Vegetative cover” as used in this act shall mean the type of 
vegetation, grass, shrubs, trees, or any other form of natural cover deemed 
suitable at time of reclamation. 


(18) “Board” shall mean the Montana Water Resources Board, or 
such state employee or state agency as may succeed to its powers and 
duties under this act. 


(14) “Director” shall mean the director of the Montana Water Re- 
sources Board. ' 
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Section 4. The board is charged with the responsibility of administer- 
ing this act. In order to implement its terms and provisions, the board 
shall from time to time promulgate such rules and regulations as the 
board shall deem necessary. The board may delegate such powers, duties 
and functions to its director and staff members as it deems necessary for 
the performance of its duties as administrator of this act. The board shall 
employ experienced, qualified persons in the field of mined land reclamation, 
who for the purpose of this act are hereinafter referred to as supervisors. 


Section 5. The board shall have the authority to conduct or authorize 
investigations, research, experiments and demonstrations in reclamation 
and to collect and disseminate non- confidential informatoin relating: to 
mining. 


Section 6. The board shall cooperate with other governmental and 
private agencies in this state and other states and agencies of the federal 
government, and may reasonably compensate them for any services the 
board requests that they provide. The board may receive federal funds, 
state funds, and any other funds and, within the limits imposed by the 
grant, expend them for reclamation of land affected by mining or ex- 
ploration and for purposes enumerated in Section 9 of this act. 


Section 7. (1) Effective sixty (60) days after the date on which the 
board shall first promulgate its regulations as authorized by Section 4 of 
this act, no person shall engage in exploration or development in the state 
without first obtaining an exploration license or development permit from 
the board to do so, such license or permit to be issued for a period of 
one (1) year from date of issue and to be renewable from year to year on 
application therefor filed at any time within thirty (30) days next pre- 
ceding the expiration of the current license or permit and payment of like 
fee as required for a new license or permit; provided that the applicant 
for renewal is not then held by the board to be in violation of any provision 
of this law. 


(2) An exploration license shall be issued to any applicant therefor 
who shall: (i) pay a fee of five dollars ($5) to the board; (ii) agree to 
reclaim any surface area damaged by the applicant during exploration 
operations, all as may be reasonably required by the board, unless the 
applicant shall have applied for and been issued a development or operat- 
ing permit for he lands so damaged; and (iii) not be in default of any 
other reclamation obligation under this law. 


(a) Except as hereafter provided, the holder of such licenses shall 
not be compelled to disclose the area of his exploration operations, except 
where charged with a delinquency in performing reclamation obligations 
hereunder. 


(b) Upon filing of any certificate of claim lecation as permitted by 
federal and state mining laws and regulations, the locator shall provide 
copies of said certificates to the board. 


(3) A development permit shall be issued to any applicant therefor 
that shall meet the following requirements: (a) Payment of twenty-five 
dollars ($25) fee to the board; 


(b) Submit a description of the area within which development is to 
be conducted; 


(c) Submit a suitable map or aerial photograph showing topographic, 
cultural and drainage features; 


(d) Submit a statement of proposed development methods, i.e., drilling, 
trenching, etc., and the location of primary support roads and facilities. 


(e) Submit an estimate of the acreage expected to be disturbed in the 
twelve (12) months following issue of the permit, together with a map of 
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the general area of the development operations for a like period. If the 
board shall, on good cause, consider the operator’s estimate of the quantity 
of surface to be disturbed to be more than twenty percent (20%) below 
what the board considers correct in the circumstances, it may by order 
require the operator to increase the amount of his bond accordingly. 


(f) Submit a proposed reclamation plan for lands to be disturbed in 
the next twelve (12) months. 


(g) Submission of an affidavit as may be required by the board show- 
ing that any lands disturbed by exploration, development, or mining in the 
State of Montana by applicant within two years prior to the application for 
said permit is or is in course of being reclaimed in accordance with the 
provisions of this act; or submission of an affidavit and such supporting 
documents and evidence as may be required by the board showing that any 
lands disturbed by exploration, development, or mining by applicant in the 
State of Montana during the two (2) years prior to the application for 
said permit will be restored in accordance with the provisions of this act. 


(4) Following approval of a development plan, the operator shall be 
required to file a performance bond in accordance with provisions of this 
act. 


(5) Employees of persons holding a valid license or permit under this 
act shall be deemed included in and covered by such license or permit. 


(6) Upon proper application by the holder of an exploration license or 
development permit, the board may excuse such holder from reclamation 
obligations with reference to any specified openings or excavations exposing 
geological indications or phenomena of especial interest, even though the 
licensee does not apply or have any intention to apply for development 
license or operating’ permit for the land in which such openings or excava- 
tions have been made. 


Section 8. (1) Effective sixty (60) days after the date on which the 
board shall first promulgate its regulations as authorized in Section 4 
of this act, no person shall engage in mining in the state without first 
obtaining an operating permit from the board to do so. A separate operat- 
ing permit shall be required for each mine complex. Any person, prior 
to receiving an operating permit from the board, must pay the basic permit 
fee of twenty-five dollars ($25) and must submit an application on a form 
provided by the board, which shall contain the following information and 
any other pertinent required data by the rules and regulations: 


(a) Name and address of the operator and, if a corporation or other 
business entity, the name and address of its principal officers, partners 
and the like and its resident agent for service of process, if required by 
law; 

(b) Minerals expected to be mined; 


XN 


(c) A proposed reclamation plan; 
(d) Expected starting date of mining; 
(e) A map showing the specific area to be mined and the boundaries 


of the land which will be disturbed; topographic detail; the location and 
names of all streams, roads, railroads, and utility lines on or immediately 
adjacent to the area; location of proposed access roads to be built and 
the names and addresses of the surface and mineral owners of all lands 
within the mining area, to the extent known to applicant; 


(f) Types of access roads to be built and manner of reclamation of 
road sites on abandonment; 
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(g) A plan of mining which will provide, within limits of normal 
operating procedures of the industry, for completion of mining and associ- 
ated land dusturbances. 


Section 9. (a) The reclamation plan shall provide that reclamation 
activities, particularly those relating to control of erosion, shall, to the 
extent feasible, be conducted simultaneously with mining and in any case 
shall be initiated promptly after completion or abandonment of mining 
on those portions of the mine complex that will not be subject to further 
disturbance by the mining operation. In the absence of an order by the 
board providing a longer period, the plan shall provide that reclamation 
activities shall be completed not more than two (2) years after completion 
or abandonment of mining on said portion of mine complex. 


(b) In the absence of emergency or suddenly threatened or existing 
catastrophe, an operator may not depart from an approved plan without 
having previously obtained from the supervisor or director written ap- 
proval of his proposed change. 


(c) Provision shall be made to avoid accumulation of stagnant water 
in the mined area which may serve as host or breeding ground for mos- 
quitoes or other disease-bearing or noxious insect life. 


(d) All final grading shall be made with non-noxious, nonflammable, 
aon-combustible solids unless approval has been granted by the board 
for a supervised sanitary fill. 


(e) Where mining has left an open pit exceeding two (2) acres of 
surface area, and composition of the floor and/or walls of which pit are 
likely to cause formation of acid, toxic, or otherwise pollutive solutions 
(hereinafter “objectional effluents”) on exposure to moisture, the reclama- 
tion plan must include provisions which adequately provide for: 


(1) Insulation of all faces from moisture of water contact by covering 
to a depth of two (2) feet or more with material or fill not susceptible 
itself to generation of such objectionable effluents; or 


(2) Processing of any such objectionable effluents in the pit before 
their being allowed to flow or be pumped out of it to reduce toxic or other 
objectionable ratios to a level deemed safe to humans and the environment 
by the board; or 


(3) Drainage of any such objectionable effluents to settling or treat- 
ment basins wherein the objectionable effluents must be reduced to levels 
deemed safe by the board before release from the settling basin; or 


(4) Absorption and/or evaporation of objectionable effluents in the 
open pit itself; and 


(5) Prevention of entrance into the open pit by persons or livestock 
lawfully upon adjacent lands by fencing, warning signs, and such other 
devices as may reasonably be required by the board. 


(f) Vegetative cover will be required in the reclamation plan if appro- 
priate to the future use of the land as specified in the reclamation plan. 


(zg) To the extent practical, the reclamation plan shall provide for 
the reclamation of all disturbed land. Proposed reclamation need not re- 
claim the areas to a better condition or different use than that which 
existed prior to development or mining. 


(h) A reclamation plan will be approved by the board if it ade- 
quately provides for the accomplishment of the activities heretofore 
specified. 


Section 10. Upon receipt of an application for an operating permit 
the mining site shall be inspected by a supervisor. Within thirty-five (35) 
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days of receipt of the application and reclamation plan by the board 
and receipt of the permit fee, the board shall either issue an operating 
permit to the applicant or return any incomplete or inadequate appli- 
cation to the applicant along with a description of the deficiencies. Failure 
of the board to so act within that period shall constitute approval of the 
application and the permit shall be issued promptly thereafter. 


The operating permit shall be granted for the period required to 
mine the land covered by the plan and shall be valid until the surface 
or underground mining authorized by the permit is completed or abandoned, 
unless the permit is suspended by the board as provided in this act. The 
operating permit shall provide that the reclamation plan may be modified 
by the board, upon proper application of the permittee, after timely notice 
and opportunity for hearing, at any time during the term of the permit 
and for any of the following reasons: 


(a) To modify the requirements so they will not conflict with exist- 
ing laws; 


(b) The previously adopted reclamation plan is impossible or im- 
practicable to implement and maintain; 


(c) The operator and the supervisor mutually agreed, in the field, 
e: sige modify the reclamation plan, pending final approval by the 
oard. 


When one (1) operator succeeds to the interest of another in any un- 
completed mining operation by sale, assignment, lease, or otherwise, the 
board may release the first operator from the duties imposed upon him 
by this act as to such operation; provided, that both operators have 
complied with the requirements of this act and the successor operator 
assumes the duty of the former operator to complete the reclamation of 
the land, in which case the board shall transfer the permit to the suc- 
cessor operator upon approval of the successor operator’s bond as re- 
quired under this act. 


Section 11. Concurrently with issue of a permit, the board may pro- 
vide the permittee with a list of corporate sureties acceptable to the board 
from whom the performance bond hereafter required can be obtained. 


Upon receipt of a permit the permittee, other than a public or govern- 
mental agency, shall not commence operation until the permittee has de- 
posited with the board an acceptable performance bond on forms prescribed 
and furnished by the board. This performance bond shall be a corporate 
surety bond executed in favor of the board by a corporation authorized 
to do a surety business in the state of Montana and approved by the board. 
The bond shall be filed and maintained in an amount equal to the esti- 
mated cost of completing the reclamation plan for the area to be developed 
or mined during the next twelve (12) month period and any previously 
developed or mined area for which a permit has been issued and on which 
the reclamation has not been satisfactorily completed and approved. The 
board shall have the authority to determine the amount of the bond that 
shall be required, and may refuse any bond not deemed adequate. In no 
case shall the amount of the bond be more than five hundred ($500) dol- 
lars per acre of the area above described or fraction thereof. 


The bond shall be conditioned upon the faithful performance of the 
requirements set forth in this chapter and of the rules and regulations 
adopted pursuant thereto. 


In lieu of the surety bond required by this section, the permittee may 
file with the board a cash deposit, negotiable securities acceptable to the 
board, or an assignment of a savings account in a Montana bank on an 
assignment form prescribed by the board. 
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Liability under the bond shall be maintained as long as reclamation 
is not completed in compliance with the approved reclamation plan unless 
released prior thereto as hereinafter provided. Liability under the bond 
may be released only upon written notification from the board. Notifica- 
tion shall be given upon completion of compliance or acceptance by the 
board of a substitute bond. In no event shall the lability of the permittee 
or surety exceed the amount of the surety bond required by this section. 


A public or governmental agency shall not be required to post a bond 
under the terms of this chapter. 


A blanket performance bond covering two (2) or more operations 
may be accepted by the board in lieu of separate bonds for each separate 
operation. 


In the event that the board fails to supply the permittee with a list 
of acceptable corporate sureties as first provided above, permittee’s obli- 
gation to supply such bond shall be suspended until such list is furnished 
him and he shall be permitted to continue his operations in the interim 
without depositing either cash or securities in lieu thereof. 


Notwithstanding the foregoing, an applicant for a permit who shall, 
as part of his application, submit his duly acknowledged certificate that 
he will not, in.the course of his entire operations in the state of Montana, 
exceed five (5) acres in aggregate of disturbed land unreclaimed, shall 
not be required to show financial capability to procure a performance bond 
as required by this section or thereafter to procure a corporate surety 
bond or make any in lieu deposit with the board therefor. Relief from 
such surety requirements shall in no wise relieve the permittee from any 
direct reclamation obligations hereunder. On acceptable showing of hard- 
ship on the part of an applicant, the board may relieve any permittee 
within the classification first described in this paragraph from such tech- 
nical showings under sections 3 (11) and 8 which the board considers may 
be waived without injury to the interest of the public. 


Section 12. Within thirty (30) days after completion or abandonment 
of operations on an area under permit or within thirty (30) days after 
each anniversary date of the permit, whichever is earlier, or at such later 
date as may be provided by rules and regulations of the board and each 
thereafter until reclamation is completed and approved, the permittee 
shall pay the annual fee of twenty-five dollars ($25) and shall file a report 
of activities completed during the preceding year on a form prescribed 
by the board, which report shall: 


(a) . Identify the permittee and the permit number; 


(b) Locate the operation by subdivision, section, township and range, 
and with relation to the nearest town or other well-known geographic 
feature; 


(c) Estimate acreage to be newly disturbed by operation in the next 
twelve (12) month period; and 


(d) Update any maps previously submitted or specifically requested 
by the board, Such maps will show: 


(1) The permit area; 
(2) The unit of disturbed land; 


oe The area to be disturbed during the next twelve (12) month 
period; 


2A) SIE completed, the date of completion of operations; 


ss 4D) If not completed, the additional area estimated to be further 
disturbed by the operation within the following permit year; and-. 
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(6) The date of beginning, amount and current status of reclamation 
eed during the previous twelve (12) months. 


Section 13. Following receipt of the permittee’s report, and at any 
other reasonable time the board may elect, the board shall cause the 
permit area to be inspected to determine if the permittee has complied 
with the reclamation plan and the board’s rules and regulations. 


~The permittee shall proceed with reclamation as scheduled in his 
approved reclamation plan. Following written notice by the board noting 
deficiencies, the permittee shall commence action within thirty (30) days 
to rectify these deficiencies and shall diligently proceed until the deficien- 
cies are corrected; provided, that deficiencies that also violate other laws 
that require earlier rectification shall be corrected in accordance with 
the applicable time provisions of such laws. The board may extend 
performance periods referred to in this section and in section 9 of this 
act, for delays clearly beyond the permittee’s control, but only when the 
permittee is, in the opinion of the board, making os reasonable effort 
to’ comply. 


Within thirty (30) days after notification by the Acne and when 
in’ the judgment of the board reclamation of a unit of disturbed land area 
is properly completed, the permittee shall be notified in writing and his 
bond. on said area shall be released or decreased proportionately to the 
acreage included within the bond coverage. 


If reclamation of disturbed land is not pursued in Ae ardaticg with 
the reclamation plan and the permittee has not commenced action to 
rectify deficiencies within thirty (30) days after notification by the board, 
or if reclamation is not properly completed in conformance with the re- 
clamation plan within two (2) years after completion or abandonment of 
operation on any fraction of the permit area, or such longer period as 
may have been authorized hereunder, or if, after default by the permittee, 
the surety either refuses or fails to perform the work to the satisfaction of 
the board within the time required therefor, the board may, with the staff, 
equipment and material under its control, or by contract with others, take 
such actions as are necessary for required reclamation of the disturbed 
lands. Such work shall be let on the basis of competitive bidding. The 
board shall keep a record of all necessary expenses incurred in carrying 
out the work or activity authorized under this section, including a reason- 
able charge for the services performed by the state’s personnel and the 
state’s equipment and materials utilized. 


The board shall notify the permittee and his surety by order. The 
order shall state the amount of necessary expenses incurred by the board 
in reclaiming the disturbed land and a notice that the amount is due and 
payable to the board by the permittee and the surety. If the amount speci- 
fied in the order is not paid within thirty (30) days after receipt of the 
notice, the attorney general, upon request of the board, shall bring an 
action on behalf of the state in district court. The surety shall be liable 
to the state to the extent of the bond. 


In addition to the other liabilities imposed by this act, failure to com- 
mence action to remedy specific deficiencies in reclamation within thirty 
(30) days after notification by the board or failure to satisfactorily com- 
plete reclamation work on any segment of the permit area within two (2) 
years, or such longer period as the board may permit on permittee’s 
application therefor, or on the board’s own motion, after completion or 
abandonment of operations on any segment of the permit area shall con- 
stitute sufficient grounds for cancellation of a permit or license and 
refusal to issue another permit or license to the applicant; provided, how- 
ever, that such action shall not be effected while an appeal is pending 
from any ruling requiring the same. 
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Section 14. A permit may be denied for any of the following 
reasons: 


(a) The plan of development, mining, or reclamation conflicts with 
the state water and air purification standards; 


(b) The reclamation plan does not provide an acceptable method 
for accomplishment of reclamation as required by this act. 


A denial of a permit shall be in writing and state the reasons therefor. 


Section 15. A permit may be denied and returned to the applicant 
with a request that the application be resubmitted with a different plan 
for reclamation. The person making application for a permit may then 
resubmit to the board a new plan for reclamation. 


Section 16. A licensee, permittee or applicant who has been aggrieved 
by any decision of the board shall have the right of appeal to an appeals 
board comprised of the following: one (1) member of the fish and game 
department; two (2) qualified mining engineers to be appointed by the 
governor, at least one (1) of whom shall not be an employee of the state 
or any agency or arm thereof; one (1) member from the state department 
of agriculture; one (1) member of the department of health; and one 
(1) member from the state department of planning and economic develop- 
ment; and one (1) member from the legal staff of the attorney general. 


The appeal shall be instituted by filing a petition with the appeals 
board within thirty (30) days after the denial of the permit. The petition 
shall contain a statement of the reasons for which the petitioner is ag- 
grieved, and after reasonable notice the petitioner or his attorney or agent 
shall be afforded a hearing before the appeals board thereon. 


Within fifteen (15) days after the hearing, the appeals board shall 
notify the petitioner in writing of its decision and the reasons therefor. 


Section 17. A licensee, permittee or applicant aggrieved by a final 
decision of the appeals board is entitled to judicial review under this act. 
Proceedings for review shall be instituted by filing a petition in a district 
court within thirty (30) days after service of the final decision of the 
appeals board. Copies of the petition shall be promptly served upon the ap- 
peals board and all parties of record. 


The petition shall include a concise statement of the facts upon which 
jurisdiction and venue are based, a statement of the manner in which 
the petitioner is aggrieved and the ground or grounds upon which the 
petitioner contends he is entitled to relief. The petition shall demand the 
relief to which the petitioner believes he is entitled. 


Within thirty (30) days after the service of the petition, or within 
further time allowed by the court, the appeals board shall transmit to 
the reviewing court the original or a certified copy of the entire record 
of the proceeding under review. By stipulation of all parties to the review 
proceedings, the record may be shortened. A party unreasonably refusing 
to stipulate to limit the record may be taxed by the court for the addi- 
tional costs. The court may require or permit subsequent corrections 
or additions to the record. 


If, before the date set for hearing, application is made to the court 
by the appellant for leave to present additional evidence, and it is shown 
to the satisfaction of the court that the additional evidence is material 
and that there were good reasons for failure to present it in the proceed- 
ing before the appeals board, the court may order that the additional evi- 
dence be taken before the court. 


The review shall be conducted by the court without a jury, and shall 
be confined te the administrative and court record. In cases of alleged 
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irregularities in procedure before the appeals board, not shown in the 
record, proof thereon may be taken in the court. The court, upon request, 
shall hear oral argument and receive written briefs. 


The court shall not substitute its judgment for that of the appeals 
board as to the weight of evidence on questions of fact. The court may 
affirm the decision of the appeals board or remand the case for further 
proceedings. The court may reverse or modify the decision if substantial 
rights of the appellant have been prejudiced because the findings, infer- 
ences, conclusions, decisions or proceedings were: (a) in violation of 
constitutional or statutory provisions; 


(b) In excess of the statutory authority of the director, board, or 
the appeals board; 


(c) Made upon unlawful procedure; 
(d) Affected by other error of law; 


(e) Clearly erroneous in view of the reliable, probative and substantial 
evidence on the whole record, including the additional evidence introduced 
before the court as above provided; 


(f) Arbitrary or capricious or characterized by abuse of discretion or 
clearly unwarranted exercise of discretion; or 


(g) Because findings of fact, upon issues essential to the decisions, 
were not made although requested. 


Section 18. An aggrieved party may obtain review of a final judgment 
of a district court under this act by appeal to the supreme court within 
sixty (60) days after entry of judgment. Such appeal shall be taken in the 
manner provided by law for appeals from district courts in civil cases. 


Section 19. No provisions of this act shall be applicable to mines or 
related operations which are actively in operation, or extensions thereof 
within the same operational complex, nor to any exploration, development 
or mining work performed prior to the date of first promulgation of the 
board’s rules and regulations pursuant to Section 4 of this act. 


Section 20. Any and all information obtained by the board or by the 
director or his staff by virtue of applications for licenses or permits is 
confidential between the board and the applicant. Any information ob- 
tained by the board or by the director or his staff by virtue of applications 
for licenses or permits is, however, properly admissible in any hearing 
conducted by the director, the board, appeals board or in any judicial pro- 
ceeding to which the director and the applicant are parties. Failure to 
comply with the secrecy provisions of this act shall be punishable by a 
fine of up to ten thousand dollars ($10,000) and one (1) year in jail. 


Section 21. Persons violating the provisions of this act shall be guilty 
of a misdemeanor and may be punished by a fine or not more than one 
thousand dollars ($1,000) or imprisonment in the county jail for not more 
than six (6) months or by both such penalties. 


Section 22. This act shall not be applicable to operations on certain 
federal lands as specified by the board, provided it is first determined by 
the board that federal law, or regulations issued by the federal agency 
administering such land, impose controls for reclamation of said lands 
substantially equal to or greater than those imposed by this act. 


Section 23. This act is effective on its passage and approval.

(a) consultation with the Governor’s Council on Natural Resources and 
Development, and (b) a public hearing to be noticed once a week for three 
consecutive weeks in a newspaper of general circulation in the county or 
counties wherein the recreational waterways to be affected are located, the 
last publication of which shall be not less than ten days prior to the date 
set for hearing. Such regulations shall not limit existing land uses. 


(3) The commission will conduct necessary interdepartmental meetings 
with the Montana Water Resources Board and State Board of Health to 
collect and evaluate available information with respect to existing classifi- 
cation of waters for beneficial uses and water quality standards or regu- 
lations. The Water Resources Board and Board of Health shall provide 
technical assistance and support to the commission where this is practicable. 


(4) The Commission may obtain a scenic easement or other interest in 
land by purchase at fair market value if deemed necessary to protect en- 
vironmental values on related adjacent land.”

Section 2. Definitions. As used within this act, the following defini- 
tions shall apply: 


(1) “Minor” means any person under the age of eighteen (18) years. 


(2) “Harmful to minors” means that quality of any description or 
representation, in whatever form, of nudity, sexual conduct, sexual excite- 
ment, or sado-masochistic abuse, when it: 


(a) predominantly appeals to the prurient, shameful or morbid interest 
of minors, and 


(b) is patently offensive to prevailing standards in the adult com- 
munity as a whole with respect to what is suitable materials for minors, and 


(c) is utterly without redeeming social importance. 
(3) “Knowledge of nature of the material” means: 


(a) knowledge of the character and content of any material described 
herein, or 
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(b) knowledge. or information that the material described herein has 
been adjudged to be harmful to minors in the district in which the minor 
resides. 


(4) “Knowledge of the minor’s age”? means: 
(a) knowledge or information that the person is a minor, or 


(b) reason to know, or a belief or ground for belief which warrants 
further inspection or inquiry as to the age of the minor. 


(5) “Person” means any individual, partnership, firm, association, cor- 
poration or other legal entity. 


(6) “Harmful material” means: 


(a) any picture, photograph, drawing, or similar visual representation 
or image of a person or portion of the human body which depicts nudity, 
sexual conduct or sado-masochistic abuse, and which is harmful to minors, 
or 4. 


(b) any book, pamphlet, magazine, or printed matter however repro- 
duced which contains any matter enumerated in subparagraph (2) of this 
subsection or which contains explicit or detailed verbal descriptions or ac- 
counts of sexual excitement, sexual conduct or sado-masochistic abuse, and 
which, taken as a whole, is harmful to minors. 


Section 3. Commencement of action. (1) Whenever a county attorney 
has reasonable cause to believe that: 


(a) Any merchant or person is engaged in or may become engaged in 
selling any harmful material to minors, displaying harmful material in 
show windows or on shelves or racks in visual sight or areas accessible to 
by minors; or 


(b) Is offering for sale or displaying in any public space accessible to 
minors any magazine, book, pamphlet or poster which shows or displays 
any portion of the breast above the nipple, pubic area or genitals without a 
full opaque covering on its cover or which would tend to be offensive to 
Section 2 of this act; or 


(c) Is opening a business, office, sales area or other space or spaces 
exclusively for the sale, display, barter or trading of harmful material, or 
is openly advertising any such establishments, either through signs, radio, 
television or newspaper; or 


(d) An adult is procuring harmful material or sexual motivating 
equipment for a gift or sale to a minor; he shall, in the county in which 
such material is sold, displayed, advertised, or offered for sale institute in 
the district court for that county for adjudication of the question of whether 
such material is harmful to minors and seek a permanent injunction against 
any person selling, commercially distributing, or giving away such material 
to minors or from permitting minors to inspect such material, in accordance 
with the Montana rules of civil procedure. 


Section 4. Severability. If any provision of this act, or the application 
thereof to any person or circumstances, is held to be invalid, that invalidity 
shall not affect any other provision of this act which can be given effect 
without the invalid provision. To this end the provisions, clauses, sentences, 
Der eer ute. sections, phrases and parts of this act are declared to be 
severable.

(b) The clerks and recorders with whom such petitions, whether 
originals or certified copies, are filed shall as promptly as possible ex- 
amine such petition as to the signatures thereon which are of residents 
of their respective counties and shall certify to the clerk and recorder of 
the county in which the original petition was filed as to the number of 
valid signatures on said petition and as to the number of registered voters 
in their respective counties and included within the multi-member district. 
The clerk and recorder with whom the original petition was filed shall 
also as promptly as possible examine the petition as to the signatures 
thereon which are of residents of his county and shall determine the num- 
ber of valid signatures as to his county. Upon receipt of the certificates of 
the other clerks and recorders, the clerk and recorder with whom the 
original petition was filed shall total the number of valid signatures on 
said petition and, if such petition contains valid signatures of at least 
eight percent (8%) of the registered voters of the multi-member district, 
he shall so certify to the county commissioners of each county affected 
in whole or in part. 


(c) The county commissioners of each county affected in whole or in 
part, upon receipt of the certification by the clerk and recorder, shall meet 
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together as promptly as possible and shall establish a time of election, at 
which shall be presented the question whether the district shall be di- 
vided into single member districts. 


(d) If a majority of the voters voting at such election shall vote in 
favor of dividing the multi-member district, the county commissioners of 
the affected counties shall meet together as promptly as possible after 
the results of such election have been certified, and shall divide the multi- 
member district into single member districts. Any such plan of division 
shall require the approval of a majority of the commissioners of each of 
the counties affected. 


(e) Single member districts shall be as compact as possible, comprise 
contiguous territory and shall be as nearly equal as practicable in popu- 
lation.

A resolution of the House of Representatives of the State of Montana 
directing the Legislative Council to appoint an interim committee to study 
potential revisions in our present ground water laws, and prepare any 
necessary implementing legislation for the Forty-Third (43rd) Legislative 
Assembly. 


WHEREAS, the State of Montana is endowed with an abundance of 
ground water under the surface of the land including the water under the 
bed of any stream, lake, reservoir or other body of surface water, and 


WHEREAS, ground water, a very important natural resource, is in- 
creasingly being used for beneficial purposes, including domestic, livestock, 
agricultural, recreational and industrial uses, and 


WHEREAS, there is an ever increasing need to protect prior rights to 
ground water use and future ground water right appropriators, and 


WHEREAS, ground water right disputes are occurring which could be 
eliminated with revised ground water laws, and 


WHEREAS, the present ground water code is inadequate to properly 
administer Montana’s ground water use, both present and future, and 


WHEREAS, the Montana Water Resources Board administers the 
ground water code for the State of Montana and supports revised laws to 
protect ground water users and to wisely administer this valuable natural 
resource for the general welfare of the public. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE HOUSE OF 
REPRESENTATIVES OF THE STATE OF MONTANA: 


That the legislative assembly recognize the need for revisions in the 
present ground water laws to better protect present and future users in 
the best interests of Montana’s citizens. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Legislative Council of Mon- 
tana shall be directed to appoint an interim committee to study revisions 
in the present ground water laws, to include a study of ground water 
permit systems. Said committee shall be authorized to hold hearings and 
meetings as they deem necessary and shall prepare changes in those laws 
to be proposed well in advance of the Forty-Third (48rd) Legislative 
Assembly.

HOUSE RESOLUTION NO. 138 


Introduced by Christiansen. 


A Resolution of the House of Representatives of the State of Montana 
directing that officals of the Holly Sugar Company meet with the State 
Office of Planning and Economic Development to determine any common 
ground that may enable the reopening of the sugar refinery. 


WHEREAS, the Holly Sugar Company has announced that it would 
terminate the refining of sugar from sugar beets, and would close its plant 
in Hardin, Montana, and 


WHEREAS, such termination is to take effect immediately, to the 
economic detriment of that community and this state, and 


WHEREAS, no public notice prior to the announcement was given by 
the Holly Sugar Company to the growers supplying its sugar refinery 
there, that such closure was imminent, and to the community of Hardin, 
and 


WHEREAS, there has been no public pronouncement of any interest 
on the part of Holly Sugar Company that such closure be temporary, and 


WHEREAS, great hardships and economic deterioration will result in 
the community of Hardin and in the state, in that such refinery employed 
fifty-five (55) year-round employees and one hundred fifty (150) seasonal 
employees, representing an annual economic effect of over six million 
dollars ($6,000,000), and 


WHEREAS, some thirteen thousand (13,000) acres of irrigated land 
are adversely affected, and the closure creates a hardship on farm opera- 
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tors who have heavy investments in machinery and equipment suitable 
only for beet raising, and a 


WHEREAS, much of the land involved is owned by members of the 
Crow Indian Tribe who will suffer loss of income by such closure, and in 
addition Crow Tribal members are employees of the refinery, and 


WHEREAS, it appears that the freight rate structure applying to the 
transportation of beets and the refined product contributed to the decision

A Resolution of the House of Representatives of the State of Montana, 
to the United States Congress, in support of the proposed plan of the 
United States Bureau of Reclamation for dust abatement on the Canyon 
Ferry Unit, Helena-Great Falls Division, Pick-Sloan Missouri Basin Pro- 
gram of the Missouri River Basin Project, Montana. 


WHEREAS, the Canyon Ferry Unit, Helena-Great Falls Division, Pick-

(a) provide complete dust abatement for forty-six hundred (4,600) 
acres of beaches lying between elevation 3797 and 3780, which constitutes 
the limit of the most frequently exposed areas; 


(b) maximize wildlife and recreation enhancement with a planned 
water supply and control facilities; 
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(c) greatly enhance the ecology, environment, and physical appear- 
ance of the area by providing wildlife nesting and breeding grounds; 


(d) assist in controlling the air pollution of the area; and 


(e) would serve as an excellent demonstration project for other areas 
experiencing similar dust problems.

These men were of a legion of men throughout Montana’s history who 
have felt the need to do something beyond the norm ... who have seen 
the needs of others ... felt that unexplainable call to contribute to those 
outside his immediate circle of interest. It is true that they were not of 
that relatively small group of public servants who are instantly recognized 
because of their position as a governor, or senator, or congressman. But 
they were men who were willing to leave the safe warm existence of fami- 
lies in which they were loved and communities in which they were success- 
ful and respected to venture into a world where hard work is the first 
requirement and thanks are seldom received. Every one of us has a re- 
sponsibility to serve our fellow men with whatever God-given abilities we 
possess.

Paul E. Brenner, a former Montana legislator of Whitehall, died 
December 1, 1970, in a Helena hospital at the age of 75. Mr. Brenner 
was born in Culver, Kansas, and came to Montana in 1916 and lived 
in the Milligan Canyon area on his farm. He later moved to a ranch 
on the North Boulder River and lived there until his death. 


Mr. Brenner served on the Agriculture Adjustment Act Board. until 
he resigned to run for State Representative and served as such in the 
1961, 1963 and 1965 sessions. During World War II he served on the 
Jefferson County Draft Board and the Farmers Home Administration 
Board. He also served as school trustee for the Eureka District and 
the Cardwell District. 7 

Survivors include his widow, Edith; three step-children and four 
brothers. 


PHILIP C. DUNCAN 


MAN WALKETH IN A VAIN SHADOW; HE HEAPETH UP RICHES, 
AND CAN NOT TELL WHO SHALL GATHER THEM. 


District Judge Philip C. Duncan, 64, died May 9, 1970, in his chambers 
in the Beaverhead County Courthouse. Born 1905 at Virginia City, the 
son of State Senator and Mrs. M. M. Duncan, he made his home in the 
southwestern part of Montana. 


Mr. Duncan practiced law from 1929-1952. He was elected to the 
House of Representatives from Jefferson County in 1945 and was re- 
elected in 1947 and 1949. During his last session in the House he served 
as chairman of the House Appropriations Committee. In 1951 Mr. Duncan 
was elected to the Senate. 


He served as District Judge of the Fifth Judicial District of the 
State of Montana beginning in 1952.

RONALD W. HOLTZ 


MAN DIETH, AND WASTETH AWAY; YEA, MAN GIVETH UP 
THE GHOST, AND WHERE IS HE? 


Cascade County Legislator, Ronald W. Holtz, 61, died August 12, 1969, 
in a Great Falls hospital. 


Born March 29, 1908, in Weiser, Idaho, he came to Montana with 
his parents when he was six years old. They homesteaded in the Portage 
area and in 1933 he began farming. 


He served eight terms in the Montana House of Representatives and 
in the forty-first session he served on the Agriculture and Irrigation Com- 
mittee and the Townships and Counties Committee. 


Earlier he had been secretary of the Farmers Union Elevator at Port- 
age for 27 years and president of the Farmers Union Oil Company. Mr. 
Holtz had been chairman of the Cascade County Agriculture Stabilization 
and Conservation Service Committee. 


Survivors include two sons, Larry L. and Donald R.; a foster daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Carl Bahr; three sisters, three brothers and several grand- 
children, nieces and nephews. 


JOHN J. JEWELL 


ALL FLESH SHALL PERISH TOGETHER, AND MAN SHALL 
TURN AGAIN UNTO DUST. 


A former legislator of Fergus County, John J. Jewell died January 5, 
1970, at his residence. He was 84. Born in Decorah, Iowa, in 1886, he 
came to Montana in 1908 and began practicing law. 
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Mr. Jewell organized the Farmers Hobson Elevator and Milling Co. 
He was chairman of the Democratic County Central Committee for years. 
In 1913 he prepared and filed the first petition for the creation of Judith 
County (Judith Basin). 


He represented Fergus County in the thirteenth legislative assembly 
in 1912. He was chief clerk for the House of Representatives and was 
also employed by the State Board of Equalization. Later he become 
counsel for the Montana Liquor Board and following that position he 
served as the executive secretary to Governor Roy E. Ayers. 

In 1941 Mr. Jewell managed the Montana Automobile Dealers Asso- 
ciation, at which time he drafted and lobbied through the legislature the 
present automobile title law of Montana. In 1953 he resigned to become 
counsel for the Montana Citizens Freight Rate Association. He also 
lectured for the Montana Historical Society. 


EDWARD C. MULRONEY

A Spanish American War veteran and Missoula lawyer, died February 
1, 1970, at the age of 92. Mr. Mulroney was born in Fort Dodge, Iowa. 


In 1905 he served in the ninth Montana Legislature, and from 1909 
until 1913 he was the Missoula County Attorney. 


He was dean of the legal profession in Montana and had been judge 
advocate for the Montana Department of the United States Spanish 
American War Veterans. He was a life member of the Montana Trial 
Lawyers Association and a member of the Missoula Chamber of Com- 
merce, Elks Hellgate Lodge No. 383, and he was a Golden Age Eagle. 


Mr. Mulroney was the last charter member of the Missoula council 
of the Knights of Columbus and served as grand knight in 1914. 


He is survived by three granddaughters, a daughter-in-law and a 
great grandson. 


WILLIAM NELSON

A former representative and resident of Harlowton, William Nelson 
died in a Harlowton hospital on June 19, 1969. Born at Brandon, Minne- 
sota, he homesteaded ten miles south of Barber in 1909. 


He represented Golden Valley County as a state representative in 
Helena from 1937 through 1959. 


Mr. Nelson was a member of the Cavil School Board from 1918 until 
1986 and was a charter member and president for many years of the 
Barber Telephone Co. He also served as president and secretary of the 
Farmers Union at Barber. 


Survivors include the widow, Eveline; two daughters, Mrs. Ole Oak- 
land and Mrs. Harry Thode.

In Montana he developed extensive farm holdings and was credited 
with advancing agriculture in the area through new methods of cultivation. 


He was first elected to the Montana House of Representatives in 1927 
and served three terms.

Mr. O’Day was named to the North Montana State Fair board of 
directors in 1949 and later became the vice president. His service to Great 
Falls began with his appointment to the city park board, of which he 
served as vice president, and he was later director of the Great Falls 
Community Chest. 


Mr. O’Day was a fourth degree member of the Knights of Columbus, a 
50-year member of the Elks and a member of the Meadow Lark Country 
Club. 


Surviving are the widow, Gertrude, and a son, Richard; grandchildren 
and great grandchildren and three sisters.

Mr. Pierce was president of George R. Pierce, Inc., a mobile home 
firm, and he was secretary treasurer of the Pierce Flooring, a carpet and 
furniture firm. 
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He served in the army from 1942 to 1945 and was president of the 
Uniformed Bodies of Al Bedoo Shrine in 1960. 


He is survived by his wife, Lucille, and one son.

We, your Free Joint Conference Committee, having had under con- 
sideration Senate Bill No. 250, beg leave to report as follows: 


Amend the title of the Committee Approved Bill, February 9, 1971, 
being line 7, page 1, after the word “work” by striking the following 
words “and providing for group location work upon up to ten (10) con- 
tiguous claims.” 


And further amend the title on line 15, page 1, after the word “work” 
by striking “upon” and inserting the following new words and figure “up 
to ten (10).” 


And further amend the title, being line 19, page 1, after the word 
“same” by striking the “period” and inserting a “comma” and adding the 
following new material: ‘providing for reclamation and providing for 
reclamation standards, repealing Section 50-706, R.C.M., 1947, and pro- 
viding for an effective date.” 


And further amend section 1, subsection 3, page 3, lines 13 through 
and including line 30, and line 1 through and including line 30, page 4, 
and line 1, page 5, by striking it in its entirety and inserting the following 
new material in lieu thereof: 


3. Within sixty (60) days after posting such notice, he shall sink a 
shaft upon the vein, lode, or deposit, at or near the point of discovery, to 
be known as the discovery shaft. Such shaft shall be sunk to the depth 
of at least ten feet, vertically, below the lowest part of the rim of such 
shaft at the surface, or deeper if necessary to disclose the vein or deposit 
located, and the cubical contents of such shaft shall be not less than one 
hundred and fifty cubic feet; provided, that any cut or tunnel which dis- 
closes the vein, lode, or deposit, located at a vertical depth of at least ten 
feet below the natural surface of the ground, and which constitutes at 
least one hundred and fifty cubic feet of excavation, shall be deemed the 
equivalent of such shaft. 


4, If no discovery of a valuable mineral deposit is made, in the search 
for a lode or mining claim, the person must, within thirty days upon com- 
pletion of exploration work, reclaim the land disturbed, to the satisfaction 
of the Board, and no claim shall be made to the land. 


And further amend section 2, line 4, through and including line 30, 
page 5, line 1 through and including line 30, page 6, and line 1 through 
and including line 3, page 7, by striking it in its entirety and inserting 
in lieu thereof the following new material: 


“50-702. Record of certificate of location. Within sixty days after 
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posting the notice of location, and for the purpose of constituting con- 
structive notice of the location, the locator shall record his certificate of 
location in the office of the county clerk of [the] each county in which 
such mining claim is situated. Such [record shall consist of a certificate 
of location containing] certificate of location shall be limited to a single 
mining claim and shail clearly set forth: 


1. The name of the [lode or] claim and whether located as a lode or 
placer claim. 


2. The name and post office address of the principal [each of the] 
locator [or locators, if there be more than one.] 


3. The date of location, and such description of said claim, by course 
and distance of its beginning point from [with reference to] some promi- 
nent natural object or permanent monument, and by each course and dis- 
tance of its boundaries as will [identify] permit identification of the claim 
upon the ground, and the section, township, and range in which the claim 
is located as determined by the locator from a map of the area published 
by official government sources (whether federal, state or local), which 
map shall be identified in the certificate of location. 


4. In the case of a lode discovery, the direction and distance claimed 
from the discovery point to the end lines and to the parallel lines. 


5. In the case of a placer discovery, the dimensions of area of the 
claim, and the location thereon on the discovery point. 


6. A description and the location of the work done and the cost thereof. 
If two (2) or more contiguous claims, a certificate for each claim giving 
a description and the location of the work done at a point or points upon 
the group for whose benefit the work was done, and the total cost thereof. 
Such certificate of location must be verified, before some officer authorized 
to administer oaths, by the locator, or one of the locators if there be more 
than one, or by authorized agent. In the case of a corporation, the verifi- 
cation may be made by any officer thereof, or by an authorized agent. 
When verification is made by an agent, the fact of the agency shall be 
stated in the affidavit. A certificate of location so verified, or a certified 
copy thereof, is prima facie evidence of all facts properly recited therein. 
The failure or neglect of the locator or locators to comply with the loca- 
tion work or recording requirements of sections 50-701 and 50-702 of this 
code shall create a prima facie presumption of intent to abandon and the 
ground is open to location. | 


7. A certificate of location constituted, verified and recorded as here 
required, or a certified copy of such recorded certificate of location, is 
prima facie evidence of all facts recited therein required to be shown by 
this section. Failure of the locator or locators to record a certificate of 
location as here required, shall be prima facie evidence of abandonment 
and surrender of the claim earlier located; provided, however, that nothing 
herein contained shall be held to authorize any county clerk to refuse to 
accept for recording any duly verified certificate of location filed for 
recording after the period earlier provided therefor or apparently deficient 
in any other respect. 


Amend section 3, page 7, lines 6 through and including line 30, and 
page 8, lines 1 through and including line 7 by striking the material con- 
tained therein and shall read as follows: 


50-704. Recording of affidavit of performance of annual work. The 
owner of a lode or placer claim who performs or causes to be performed 
the annual work, or makes the improvements required by the laws of the 
United States in order to prevent the forfeiture of the claim, [may] 
within ninety [twenty] days after expiration of the federal annual assess- 
ment work period, except where suspension or nonperformance of such 
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work has been authorized by federal law and proof thereof has been filed 

in the same county clerk’s office, record [the annual work, file] in the 

office of the county clerk of the county in which such claim is situated 

an affidavit of his own, or an affidavit of the person who performed such 
work or made the improvements, showing: 


1. The name of the mining claim, and where situated, by section, 
township and range, and the book and page on which the certificate of 
location is recorded or, if the same has been amended, the latest such 
amendment which has been recorded. 


2. The [number] value of [days’] the work done, and the character 
and value of the improvements [placed thereon] made for the benefit of 
such claim, and, if such work shall be of a nature which shall require - 
separate proof under federal law such as geochemical and geophysical 
work, the affidavit here required shall include the original or duplicate 
original of each separate or special proof; 


3. The dates between which [date of performing] such work, was 
done and [of making the] improvements made; 


4. At whose instance the work was done or the improvements made; 


5. The actual amount paid for work and improvements, and by whom 
paid when the same was not done by the owner. 


And further amend section 3, page 8, line 8, by striking the figure 
“T8]” and inserting the figure “6” and by striking the words “[If two or 
more contiguous claims]” and inserting in lieu thereof the following new 
material: “If common benefit is claimed for two or more contiguous 
claims, each of which must contain a valid discovery, consisting of a lode 
or vein, in place, containing some valuable mineral deposit,” 


And further amend section 3, page 8, line 15 by striking the “period” 
and adding the following new material: “and limited to no more than 
ten (10) claims.” 


And further amend section 3, page 8, line 30 by striking the figure 
“'9]” and inserting the figure “7”. 


And further amend Senate Bill 250, page 9, line 5 by adding the 
following new material: 


Section 4. Section 50-718, R.C.M., 1947, is amended to read as follows: 


“50-713. Defective locations good against persons with notice. The 
period of time prescribed by this law for the performance of any act shall 
not be deemed mandatory where the act is performed before the rights of 
third persons have intervened, and no defect in the posted notice or re- 
corded certificate shall be deemed material, except as against one who 
has located the same group, or some portion thereof, in good faith and 
without notice. Notice to an agent who makes a location in behalf of 
another shall be deemed notice to his principal, and notice to one of 
several co-claimants shall be deemed notice to all. Nothing herein con- 
tained shall, of itself, be held to negate the prima facie effect of failing 
to record a certificate of location or affidavit of assessment work within 
the time required therefor as provided by sections 50-702(8) and 50- 
704(6).” 


Section 5. The provisions of this act shall be administered and en- 
forced by the State Department of Lands and Investments, who is granted 
the authority to accept federal monies, grants, gifts, or bequeaths. The 
Department may enter into cooperative agreements with other state de- 
partments for the administration of this act. The Commissioner of Lands 
and Investments, with the advice and consent of the appeals board, shall 
determine the necessary rules and regulations to enforce the provisions 
of this act.

The appeal shall be instituted by filing a petition with the appeals 
Board within thirty (380) days after the denial of the permit. The petition 
shall contain a statement of the reasons for which the petitioner is ag- 


grieved, and after reasonable notice the petitioner or his attorney or agent 


shall be afforded a hearing before the appeals board thereon. 


Within fifteen (15) days after the hearing, the appeals board shall 
notify the petitioner in writing of its decision and the reasons therefor. 


Section 7. Any person who is aggrieved by the final decision of the 
appeals board is entitled to judicial review under this act. Proceedings for 
review shall be instituted by filing a petition in a district court within 
thirty (30) days after the service of the final decision of the appeals board. 
Copies of the petition shall be promptly served upon the appeals board 
and all parties of record. 


The petition shall include a concise statement of the facts upon which 
jurisdiction and venue are based, a statement of the manner in which the 
petitioner is aggrieved and the ground or grounds upon which the petitioner 
contends he is entitled to relief. The petition shall demand the relief to 
which the petitioner believes he is entitled. 


Within thirty (30) days after the service of the petition or within 
further time allowed by the court, the appeals board shall transmit to the 
reviewing court the original or a certified copy of the entire record of the 
proceeding under review. By stipulation of all parties to the review pro- 
ceedings, the record may be shortened. A party unreasonably refusing 
to stipulate to limit the record may be taxed by the court for the addi- 
tional costs. The court may require or permit subsequent corrections or 
addition to the record. 


If, before the date set for hearing, application is made to the court 
by the appellant for leave to present additional evidence and it is shown 
to the satisfaction of the court that the additional evidence is material 
and that there were good reasons for failure to present it in the proceed- 
ing before the appeals board, the court may order that the additional evi- 
dence be taken before the court. 


The review shall be conducted by the court and shall be confined to the 
administrative and court record. In cases of alleged irregularities in pro- 
cedure before the appeals board, not shown in the record, proof thereon 
may be taken in the court. The court, upon request, shall hear oral argu- 
ment and receive written briefs. 


The court shall not substitute its judgment for that of the appeals 
board as to the weight of evidence on questions of fact. The court may 
affirm the decision of the appeals board or remand the case for further 
proceedings. The court may reverse or modify the decision if substantial 
rights of the appellant have been prejudiced because the findings, infer- 
ences, conclusions, decisions or proceedings were: 


(a) in violation of constitutional or statutory provisions: 
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(b) in excess of the statutory authority of the director, board, or 
the appeals board; 


(c) made upon unlawful procedure; 
(d) affected by other error of law; 


(e) clearly erroneous in view of the reliable, probative and substan- 
tial evidence on the whole record, including the additional evidence intro- 
duced before the court as above provided; 


(f) arbitrary or capricious or characterized by abuse of discretion 
or clearly unwarranted exercise of discretion; or 


(g) because findings of fact, upon issues essential to the decisions, 
were not made although requested. 


Section 8. The provisions of this act are severable, and if any part 
or provision thereof shall be held void the decision of the court so holding 
shall not affect or impair any of the remaining parts of the provisions of 
this act that are severable from the invalid applications. 


Section 9. Section 50-706, R.C.M., 1947, is hereby repealed. 
Section 10. This act is effective upon its passage and approval.

Gentlemen: 


One of the most challenging, and potentially rewarding, areas of im- 
provement in state government is the modernization of state investment 
procedures. Executive reorganization, authorized in the regular session, 
ae bring to reality the legislative intent of the Unified Invest- 
ment Act. 


Every effort must, and will, be made by this Administration to secure 
an optimum return from the investment of state funds. Preliminary evalu- 
ations are being made of present investment practices, cash flow, and 
fund portfolios. 


The Montana Trust and Legacy Fund is defined in Section 81-1001, 
R.C.M., 1947. The public school permanent fund makes up the major 
portion (nearly 90%) of the trust and legacy portfolio. A minor modifi- 
cation of the law would greatly enhance the investment opportunities of 
the $61 million Trust and Legacy Fund—without sacrificing the quality 
of the portfolio. 


Article 21, Section 8, Constitution of Montana, states in part: 


“The Montana trust and legacy fund shall be safely and conservatively 
invested in public securities within the state, as far as possible, including 
school district, county and municipal bonds, and bonds of the State of 
Montana; but it may also be partly invested in bonds of the United States, 
bonds fully guaranteed by the United States as to principal and interest, 
and federal land bank bonds.” (Underlining added.) 


The Supreme Court in the case of In Re Montana Trust and Legacy 
Fund, 388 Pac. 22d 336, 369, states: 


“The implementating statute (R.C.M. 1947 81-1001) does not exercise 
the option granted in the Legislature by the Constitution to provide for 
investment in ‘bonds fully guaranteed by the United States’; thus the 
securities in the Trust and Legacy Fund comprise only bonds issued by 
governmental entities .. .”. 


It is obvious that the present statutory investment authority of the 
Trust and Legacy Fund is less than what is permitted by the Constitution. 


The value of the present Trust and Legacy portfolio can be increased 
by more than $17 million over the next 27% years ... an annual increase 
of more than $600,000 in principal and interest spread out over the life 
of the securities now held. This projection is based on a thorough portfolio 
anaylsis, contemplating the exchange of present securities for others fully 
guaranteed by the United States as to principal and interest. 


At a time when no one would deny the fiscal problems of govern- 
ment, this additional income is critically important. The major portion 
of the income received from the Trust and Legacy accounts is distributed 
annually to local school districts and is a replacement of local property 
tax levies. 


I urge your prompt consideration of measures that will ensure that 
Section 81-1001, R.C.M., 1947 is no more restrictive than Article 21, Section 
8 of the Montana Constitution and provide for the full exercise of all the 
authority granted the Legislature by that Article.

Gentlemen: 


Improvement in the administration of justice is the cornerstone of the 
effort now being made to improve the status of law and order at the State 
and national level. Chief Justice Warren Burger of the United States 
Supreme Court has cited inadequate pay of our State Judiciary as one of 
the chief defects in the administration of justice in this country. 


Today, only two states in the Union pay their trial judges less than 
Montana does: If we are merely to maintain the quality of our judiciary 
in this State, to say nothing of improving it, we must increase the incen- 
tive of our best lawyers to leave the practice of law for service in the 
judiciary. The salary now provided by Montana law fails to provide that 
incentive. 


At the regular session of this legislature, the salary of the Chief 
Justice of Montana was increased to $24,000, and the salary of Associate 
Justices was increased to $22,500 (SB 183, Chapter 314, Session Laws of 
1971). My experience as lawyer, justice and Attorney General has taught 
me that the need for well qualified judges at the trial level is at least 
as great as it is at the appellate level. For this reason, I noted with deep 
regret and misgiving, the failure at the regular session of Senate Bill 194, 
which would have provided a modest increase in salary for our district 
judges. 


I am, therefore, requesting this Special Session of the 42nd Legislative 
Assembly to consider an increase in the annual salary of district judges.

Gentlemen: 


In accordance with a decision by the Montana Supreme Court (Chi- . 
cago, Milwaukee, St. Paul and Pacific Railroad Co. v. Bennett, 45 Mont. 
191, 1965) county commissioners have been denied the authority to trans- 
fer monies from one fund to another. This has created a fiscal dilemma 
which otherwise might not exist: counties have been unable to meet their 
obligations in one fund, while other funds have a positive balance. The re- 
cent experience in Mineral County is a good example. 


In the interest of good government and to correct this situation, I 
hereby request the 42nd Legislature, convened in Second Extraordinary 
Session, to consider and act upon the subject hereinafter specified: 


Repeal of Section 16-2048, R.C.M. 1947, and amendment of Section 16- 
1904, R.C.M. 1947, to authorize the transfer of excess monies from one 
fund to another as the county commissioners deem necessary.

Section 2. The appropriations contained in this act are intended to 
provide only necessary and ordinary expenditures for the year for which 
the appropriations are made. Except for amounts legally encumbered at. 
the end of each fiscal year the unexpended balance of any appropriation 
shall revert to the fund from which it was appropriated. In case of 
necessity, an appropriation not expended during the first fiscal year of 
the biennium may be expended during the second fiscal year by approved 
budget amendment. 
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Section 3. The appropriations in this act are intended to provide for 
all. expenditures for: 


(1) personal services; 


(2) all other ordinary and necessary expenditures for the operation of 
the agency and the program to which the appropriation applies; 


(3) repairs and maintenance, other than major alterations of existing 
buildings; and 


(4) the purchase or replacement of capital items other than expendi- 
tures for the construction, improvement, or furnishing of building or pur- 
chase of building or land unless specifically authorized. 


Section 4. Financing for new or expanded programs from sources 
other than the general fund may be made available by approved budget 
amendment. 


Section 5. Subject to law, each agency, with the exception of elected 
officials and their employees, shall submit for review and approval to the 
Director of the Budget division, on or before July 1 of each fiscal year, an 
operational plan within the limits of appropriations which includes the 
position and salary of all officers and employees, and no change shall be 
made in said operational plan without an approved budget amendment as 
provided in Section 1 (3) above. 


The review and approval power of the Budget Director relating to the 
operational plan shall be limited to determining whether the plan is within 
appropriation limitations. 


The salary of the chief administrator of each agency, commission, 
board, or institution shall be determined by the appointing: authority sub- 
ject to the provisions established in Section 1 (8) above. 


Section 6. No new program may be established and no existing pro- 
gram may be expanded beyond the scope of the programs approved by 
the legislature in the 1973 biennial budget, unless the new program or 
the program expansion and its method of financing is approved by the 
Governor after presentation through the director of the budget division. 


Section 7. Transfers of appropriated funds between programs of an 
agency may be made only by an approved budget amendment. 


Section 8. If the operation of a state agency is financed by an appro- 
priation or appropriations from the general fund as well as by appropria- 
tion from other sources, the funds provided by appropriation from the 
general fund shall be decreased by the amount that the funds received 
from other sources exceeds the amount from other sources appropriated 
by the legislature in the 1973 biennial budget, provided that:
